EXPLANATIONS NOW IN ORDER. 


Kenyon, Goff and Guy are Southern 
Californians Who Wallowed in 
the Muck—Bougquets for the Be- 
smirched Chief Clerk. 


[BY THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRE.) 

SACRAMENTO, Feb. 10.—(Special 
Dispatch.] S. J. Duckworth was 
crowned high cock-a-lorum of the As- 
sembly this afternoon, and twenty- 
eight alleged Republicans and sixteen 
Democrats and Populists fell down and 
worshiped at his shrine. It was a 
veritable triumph for the chief clerk, but 
decency and the best interests of the 
State and the Republican party had-no; 
part in it. 
| Fancy a defeated slugger staggering 
to his feet just in time ‘te escape the 
fatal word “out,” and saving the money 
of those who had bet on him, and you 
have an idea of the scene witnessed in 
the Assembly chamber this evening 
when, by 44 to 34, three more than a 
majority of the votes of all the mem- 
bers, Waymire’s resolution dismissing 


lost. 

South-of-Market-street primary meth- 
ods prevailed in the Assembly today. 
From the crowd that jammed the gal- 
leries, corridors and even the aisles of 
the House, came whoops, cat calls, 
hisses, cheers and applause, while 
Speaker Coombs stood helpless at his 
desk, not even essaying to check the 
confusion. The Speaker was fair; he 
was so fair that, had there been a par- 
liamentarian the equal of Dibble, or 
even of Duckworth himself, arrayed 
in opposition to the chief clerk, the re- 
sult might been far different. 

When the roll-call on which half a 
dozen members were recorded as vot- 
ing was abandonded and a new one 
begun after a furious onslaught by 
Caminetti on the methods of Way- 
mire’s investigating committee, no one 
accused the Speaker of not being fair; 
they called it weakness. 

Caminetti, under the guise of a ques- 
tion of personal privilege, adroitly 
worked one of the most unscrupulous 
political tricks ever played on a large 
body of men. Under the pretense that 
no committee had a right to censure 
him by implication without giving him 
a trial, he shifted the fight onto Way- 
mire and his committee, and, at the 
close of a running fire from all quar- 
ters, it was not Duckworth who was 
riddled, but Waymire. 

Pale with indignation and trembling 
with excitement, the chairman of the 
investigating committee endeavored to 
hurl back denials of the aspersions of 
unfairness and ex-parte methods cast 
upon him by Caminetti and those 
members favorable to Duckworth, but 
his voice was weak and husky and 
he could not be heard throughout the 
chamber. Not one of the committee 
came to his rescue, and it goes on 
record as having failed to complete 
its work and take testimony even when 
almost thrust upon it. 

Caminetti is entitled to no credit for 
his work. He was driven into making 
politics by the Democratic caucus 
which decided this morning that Duck- 
worth should go, but he is furious to- 
night at the way the Populists and 
some members of his own party apolo- 
gized, explained, turned tail and fell 
down. 

He stood forth like a little giant, ham- 
mering down the good intentions of 
weak-kneed sisters on the Republican 
side, but he could not control his own 
people. His alleged question of per- 
sonal privilege, made after rol] calJ 
had begun on a resolution to dismiss 
the clerk, changed tne whole course 
of events; for on atest vote on Dibble’s 
motion to indefinitely postpone con- 
sideration of the resolution, there were 
46 nays and 32 yeas. 

It was a little side shot of Caminetti’s, 
when he followed Burnett in refusing 
to vote; that caused the change. Ten 
names on the roll had been called and 


the chief clerk from office was declared 


Fruitiess efforts had been made to get 
a hearing for the latter, and Burnett 
rose and in a dramatic way refused 
to vote until the clerk had had at op- 
portunity to make an explanation. 
Cheers and applause followed. Cami- 
netti took the cue and went even fur- 
ther. He declared hé would not vote 
until the chief clerk could make a 
statement, and those who had smuggled 
thirteen names upon the roll had 
explained. Bettman called the ex-Con- 
gressman to order, but thunderous ap- 
Plause followed Camenetti’s defiant re- 
marks. 

Speaker Coombs had previously ruled 
against Shanahan and others who de- 
sired to talk in the midst of roll call, 
but he wilted now. He said he was 
perfectly willing for Duckworth to 
make a statement if the House would 
give undnimous consent. North, un- 
der pressure, withdrew the objection 
which he had twice urged, and Duck- 
worth took the floor. 

In stump-speeoh, fashion he de- 
clared he had not solicited the privilege 
of addressing the Assembly. The of- 
fer had come to him from two mem- 
bers of the House to whom he was 
indebted for the opportunity. He was 
now before the bar of the House, ready 
to answer any questions. 

Hill put a leading question when 
asked if Duckworth had not threet- 
ened to exhaust the contingent fund 
two years hence, a statement to which 
effect was first printed in the Chron- 
icle. 

Duckworth replied defiantly that four 
years ago when he was a member he 
attended a Republican caucus, at 
which efforts were made to secure his 
vote for M. H. de Young for United 
States Senator. Because of pledges ex- 
acted by his constituents, he (Duck- 
worth) . refused. to countenance De 
Young’s candidacy. The latter’s man- 
agers at that time held out to him 
the glowing promise that whenever in 
political life his head should bob up 
‘the warts would bé burned off him. 
That promise was now being fulfilled. 
Of all the papers in San Francisco, the 
Chronimle was the bitterest against 
him, and responsible for any senti- 
ment which might exist. His state- 
ment as to the contingent fund was 
made when “nailed to the cross” by 
reporters while he was laboring under 
a nervous strain which subsequently 


resulted in his collapse. 


‘This was the sum:of the chief clerk’s 
defense, and the “rattling of dry bones” 
which he told the Times correspondtnt 
some time ago he would cause if he 
,ever -had to make @ defense. He was 
interrogated by Caminetti, Anderson, 
Robinson, Sanford, Waymire, Leavitt, 
North, Melick, Bridgford and Valen- 


instances, the questietis,: were so put 
as to still further refiect on Way- 
mire’s Committee as got having made 
‘a Complete investigation. 

One point Duckworth made was that 
when the Mileage Commitee’s report 
was sent in, Duckworth made a tour of 
the, chamber and told members who 


that this was where their responsibility 
began. Valentine endeavored to ascer- 
tain whom Duckworth had told that, 
and denied flatfooted that the clerk 
had been to him. Duckworth retorted 
that if he (Valentine) was in his seat, 
he certainly had been to him. 

A new roll call was ordered, but a 
cross fire of oratory continued even to 
the end. Changes of votes. were 
greeted with stamping of feet, cheers 
and clapping of hands. When the re- 
sult was announced, the majority of 
those in the chamber went wild, and 
Duckworth and his brother were sur- 
rounded by an admiring crowd, and 
hand-shaking was indulged in till ad- 
journment. 

As it stands the report of the com- 
mittee has been adopted, striking out 
the list of members who had received 
patronage, and also striking out the 
censure. Malcolm amended the report 
to read that members wWho requested 
appointments or had lent their names 
had a right to do so. This was car- 
ried. with a whoop. It leaves the na- 
ture of the punishment Duckworth 
shall receive to the House, but unless 
it is that he shall be presented with a 
bouquet and a set of gold-mounted reso- 
lutions indorsing him for the next 
Governor, there seems to be nothing 
adequate to the case.

Maj. McKinley Notitied 
Of His Election. 


Friends Gather at Canton to 
Congratulate Him.

A Pittsburgh Man Named as a 
Cabinet Possibility. 


C. Knox, Invited to an In- 
terview—Sentiment Growing in 
Favor of a Department of Com- 
merce and Industries. 


(BY THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRE.) 

CANTON (O#® Feb. 10.—[Special Dis- 
patch.] With a clapping of hands,and 
exclamations of interest and approval, 
the news that Maj. McKinley's elec- 
tion had been formally declared in Con- 
gress, was received by the callers at 
the home of the President-elect this 
afternoon. Ex-Congressman M. M. 


| Boothman of Ohio, who was here to 


urge the appointment of a friend to the 
consular service, stepped forward and 
congratulated the major. 

The visit of P. C. Knox of Pitts- 
burgh, who is believed to be under con- 
sideration as a Cabinet possibility, set 
a wave of gossip in motion today. Mr. 
Knox is a successful lawyer, who is 
well-known in Western Pennsylvania. 
He has been suggested for the post of 
Attorney-General by some of his 
friends, and it is assumed that his visit, 
by request, today, was for the purpose 
of a consultation respecting the Cabi- 
net. It is possible that the President- 
elect wished to ask the opinion of Mr. 
Knox concerning some of the other men 
who are talked of for the portfolio of 
Justice. Mr. Knox took lunch with 
Maj. McKinley and Gen. Horace Por- 
ter, and left for Pittsburgh at 2 o'clock. 

The proposition looking to the organi- 
zation of a new government depart- 
ment to be.called the Department of 
Commerce and Industries, has been 
much discussed here again today. Theé& 
drift of sentiment is plainly favorable 
to the organization of a new depart- 
ment. The notion seems to appeal with 
great force to the men who 
come to visit Maj. McKinley, and many 
of them have discussed it with him. 

Cc. C. Shayne, a New York business 
man, who takes an active interest in 
politics, said: “I found Maj. McKinley 
friendly to the idea of a new depart- 
ment. He has heard a great deal on 
the subject from business men and 
from commercial bodies. There should 
be a new department. The business in- 
terests of the country need more direct 
and specific attention from the govern- 
ment than they now get from some of 
the bureaus which act under the pres- 
ent departments. I am also heartily in 
favor of a tariff bureau, which shall be 
permanent, and which shall be charged 
with the work of collecting statistics 
bearing upon the prices and volume of 
imports, and which shall in the end lift 
the whole tariff question out of poli- 
tics.”’ 

Mr. Shayne also discussed the New 
York situation with Maj. McKinley 
and had some friendly words to say 
about Gen. Stewart L. Woodford. It 
is Mr. Shayne’s opinion that New York 
will be represented in the Cabinet. He 
says he is convinced from what he 
learns here that there will be no other 
than tariff legislation enacted at the 
extra session of Congress. 

Prof. David Neil Harper, who is 
active in the commercial branch of 
the Philadelphia Museum, said today: 
“I think the proposition to establish 
a Department of Commerce has very 
much to commend it, and that it will 
be warmly received by the business 
and commercial interests of the coun- 
try. We not only need a Department 
of Commerce and Industry, but we need 
to adopt some system that shail secure 
for our consular service men who are 
familiar with the manufacturing in- 
terests in this country, and who can 
appreciate what is being done at home 
and what they ought to do to increase 
the demand for our products. We 
have a great many good men in the 
consular service, but it is not often 
that we have an Assistant Secretary 
of State who has had experience in 
the consular service, and who can get 
the best work and results from the men 
under him.” 

Gen. Horace Porter said: “It is plain 
that it would be an advantage to our 
manufacturers and merchants and to 
the men who are employed, if a De- 
partment of Commerce and Industry 
were established, and I think it will 
be done before very long. The sooner the 
better, «probably. These interests 
should have greater attention from the 
government, and then the tariff might 
be taken out of politics if we had 
a well-organized bureau to deal with 
it under the proposed new department.”

LONG’S PREFERMENT. 


There is No Doubt That He Will Be 
in the Cabinet. 


CANTON (O.,) Feb. 10.—Although 
nothing later has transpired than has 
been printed in the Associated Press 
dispatches, it may be stated that the 
President-elect has determined upon 
ex-Gov. Long of Massachusetts for a 
Cabinet portfolio, and it probably will 
be the navy. It is Known that over- 
whelming testimonials in recommenda- 
tion of ex-Gov. Long came from Cham- 
bers of commerce, business and profes- 
sional associations, bankers, labor or- 
ganizations and letters and telegrams 
by thousands from Massachusetts p®@o- 
ple. While there is no authority for 
the statement that Long has formally

TRAIN-ROBBER’S TRAIL. 


OFFICERS TRACK THE LONE BAN- 
DIT THROUGH THE SNOW. 


They Press Him So Closely That He 
Abandons His Horse and Takes 
to the Woods—Shot«s Exchanged. 
The Posse Retarns Tired Out.

KINGMAN (Ariz.,) Feb. 10.—Under

The Sea is Sweeping Away a Vir- 
xinin Resort.

RICHMOND (Va.,) Feb. 10.—Cobb’s 
Island, a famous summer resort, six 
miles off the Virginia coast in the At- 
lantic Ocean, seems to be doomed to 
annihilation by the action of the sea.

WASHINGTON, Feb 10.—The elec- 
toral votes of the forty-five States of 
the Union were formally counted at 
the joint session of the House end 
Senate held today for that purpose, 
and Vice-President Stevenson pro- 
claimed the election of McKinley and 
Hobart as President and Vice-Presi- 
dent, respectively. 

Although the sky was overcast, the 
weather was auspicious, and tS8e gal- 
leries of the hall of Representatives 
were thronged The general public te- 
sieged the doors in vain, as but small 
space was reserved for them. Ladies 
were arrayed In gay toilet¢es and gave 
touches of color to the brilliant setting 
of the scene. Many § distinguished 
personages witnessed the count, among 
them * Ambassador Patenotre and 
Chancellor Bouve, of the French em- 
bassy; Mr. Chat Chung of the Chinese 
legation; Baron von Thielman, Secre- 
tary Matsu of the Japanese legation; 
Viscount Thyrso of the Portuguese le- 
gation, and Sir Richard Cartwright of 
the Canadian government. No mem- 
ber of President Cleveland's fgmily was 
present. 

A cordon of blue-coated. brass-but- 


as they marched majestically over to 
the House, preceded by Vice-President 
Stevenson and Mr Cox, secretary of 
the Senate, with the returns locked 
in a cherry-colored box. This guarding 
of the returns was a precaution first 
taken by Acting Vice-President Ferry 
of Michigan, twenty years ago, during 
the wild exeitement attending the Til- 
den-Hayes contest, in anticipation ofa 
possible raid. 

As the House and Senate sat in 
joint session today and listened quietly 
to the count, those stirring days were 
recalled. Of the fifteen men who sat 
on the famous electoral commission 
which decided that contest by peace- 
ful means, Senator Hoar of Massa- 
chusetts was the only one présent to- 
day. The 
Field, have all retired from public life, 
or have passed away. The vicissi- 
tudes of political fortune In two ghort 
decades have removed all but seven- 
teen of those who then sat in either 
end of the Capitol. Most of the - 
enten survivors were conspicuos to- 
day in the joint assembly. Two of 
them. Senator Sherman, who is soon 
to be called to the first place in the 
McKinley Cabinet, and Senator Morrill 
of Vermont, author of the war tariff, 
entered public life together, forty years 
ago. The others were Senators Teller 
of Colorado, Gordon of Georgia, Alli- 
son of Iowa, Cockrell of Missouri, 
Mitchell of Oregon and Senators Hale 
and Frye of Maine; Burrows of Michi- 
gan, Mills of Texas, Blackburn of Ken- 
tucky and Elkins of West Virginia, 
who were then in the House. 

Vice-President Stevenson was also a 
member of the House at that time. Mr. 
Cannon of Illinois (who lost one term) 
and Mr. Culberson of Texas, alone sur- 
vived In the House the mutations of 
twenty years ago, although Mr. Dan- 
Pford of Ohio, who was a member of 
that Congress, is also a member of the 
present body. d 

Senator Jones of Arkansas and Sen- 
ator Butler of North Carolina, who 
managed the Democratic and Populistic 
campaigns, were present, but did not 
appear to take a deep interest in the 
count. 

Prominent also in the sea of faces 
was white-haired Senafor Palmer of 
Illinois, who headed the Gold-Demo- 
cratic ticket last fall. 

The count itself was of a very formal 
character. Vice-President Stevenson 
sat at the side of Speaker Reed and 
presided over the joint session. Sen- 
ators Lodge and Blackburn, on the part 
of the Senate, and Messrs. Grosvenor 
and Richardson on behalf of the House, 
acted as tellers. 

The returns were opened by the Vice- 
President and announced by the tell- 
ers. The reading of the certificates, 
long in verbiage, was omitted, after 
that of Alabama had been read. No 
demonstration occurred at any point 
during the count, but when the Vice- 
President, at its conclusion, announced

The 
falleries of the House, save a small 
space capable of seating only 200 per- 
sons, were strictly reserved for ticket 
holders. The stairways and elevators 
were besieged in vain by eager multi- 
tudes. The tickets had been dis- 
tributed by Senators and Representa- 
tives. The 
constituted a distinguished assenthlage: 
Although the ceremonits -Were de- 
gun until 1 o'clock; the gallefiess Wer 
thrown open to ticket-holdefs at 1 
o'clock. Within half an hour all the 
galleries except those reserved for the 
diplomatic corps and the President, 
were packed to the doors. Many ladies 
in gay toilets were present. The crowds 
in the galleries were in the best humor, 
while on the floor members good-na- 
tudedly exchanged salutations. 

At exactly 12 o'clock, Speaker Reed, 
in a long black frock coat, ascended 
the rostrum. Rev. Couden, the blind 
chaplain, delivered an inspiring proyer, 
Many spectators stood with bowed 
heads. “Ws soon as the reading of the 
journal began, the babble broke forth 
again, only to be. interrupted with a 
sharp round of applause from the Re- 
publicans as Mr. Dingley, chairman of 
the Committee on Ways and Means, 
and the floor leader of the House, 
walked down the aisle to this” seat. 
When the reading was concluded, some 
routine business was transacted to kill 
time until the event of the day was 


e. 
12:50 p.m, the House recess’ 
of 5 minutes. Meantime every seat 
in the galleries, save those reserved 
for the Executive and- diplomatic corps, 
was taken. No member of the Presi- 
dent’s household was in the gallery 
reserved for him, bat the family of 
Vice-President Stevenson occupied one’ 
of the plush-covered bene The 
diplomatic gallery was almost empty, 


only a holf a dozen foreign representa- |} 


tives being present. They inéluded the 
secretaries of the Chinese and Japan- 
ese legation. The dearth of diplomats 
was accounted for by the fact that 
many were at Charleston, S. C., wit- 
nesine the maneuvering of the Atlan- 
tic blocade squadron, 

Shortly before 1 o'clock, the mem- 
bers of the Senate left théir seats and 
wayked across to the Hall of Repre- 
sentatives. 

Their approach was hearalded by the 
entrance of Col. Richard J. Bright, the 
sergenat-at-arms of the Senate, who 
announced: “The Senate of the United 
States:"”’ then in a selemn procession 
they filed in, preceded by Clark Cox of 
the Senate, and Vice-President Stéeven- 
s0n, and took seats, the first four rows 
to the right of the Speaker's desk 
which had been vaeated during the -re- 
cess. The members of the House re- 
mained standing while the Senators 
took their places. An assistant of 


_ Cox carried a red cherry. steel-clasped 


box. in which the returns of the 45 
States reposed. Vice-President $teven- 
son. who is by law president over the 
joint session, took his place by the side 
of Speaker Reed. The _ tellers Mr. 
Lodge of Massachusetts and. Black- 
burn of Kentucky, on behalf of the 
Senate. and Grosvenor of Ohio, and 
Richardson of Tennessee, on behalf of 
the House ascended to the clerk's 
desk immediately below the Speaker's 
table and prepared to coutit the vote. 

Vice-President Stevenson assumed the 
gavel and announced.the purpose of the 
joint session. He unlocked the box and 
broke the seal of the returns of each 
State as received. The formal certifi- 
eate of Alabama was read in full by 
Senator Blackburn, after which the 
reading of the long certificates was 
dispensed with, on motion of Senator 
Sherman, the tellers simply announc- 
ing the results, after ascertaining by 
an inspection that they» dtie! 
form. The tellers made the apnounce- 
ments iff rotation. 

Mr. Grosvenor announced Califor- 
nia’s yote, but-it was not an unadul- 
terated pleasure to him, as one of the 
nine votes went to Bryan. 

Upon the announcement of the vote 

ef Connecticut there was some confu- 
sion in the gallery opposite the Speak- 
er’s chair, caused by the fainting of a 
jJady.. She was promptly carried forth 
to the corridor. 
* Representative Murray, who talked 
of challenging the vote of South Caro- 
lina. made no attempt to interrupt the 
count. 

There was no demonstration during 
the several announcements. The dig- 
nified President of the Senate seemed 
to*put a damper ‘upon the usually 
effervescent spirits of the House. The 
impressed by the profound’ 
character of the proceedings, were re- 
strained by the quiet which reigned 
on the floor. Tally cards had been dis- 
tributed in the House and many mem- 
bers and several Senators checked off 
the States as their votes were an- 
mounced. A hearty laugh was caused 
when Senator Lodge, by mistake, an- 
nounced the vote ef Missouri for Mc- 
Kinley. 

‘ At the conclusion of the State an- 
nouncements, the totals were footed up 
and signed by the four tellers. 

At 1:40 p.m. the Vice-President stated 
that the count had closed, and di- 
rected the tellers to announce the re- 
sult. There was a hasty consultation 
by the tellers, then, in q strong voice, 
Senator Lodge announced: 

“The state of the vote for President 
and Vice-President of the United 
States, as found by the tellers, is: 
Whole number of electors, 447, of which 
a majority is 224. William McKinley 
of Ohio has received 271 votes for Presi- 
dent, and W. J. Bryan of Nebraska 
has received 176 votes. f 

“The state of the vote for Vice- 
President is:. Garrett A. Hobart has 
received 271 electoral votes: Arthur Se- 
wall 149 votes, and Thomas E. Watson 
27 votes.” 

Senator Lodge handed the result to 
Vice-President Stevenson, who rose and 
repeated the detailed vote, adding the 
Constitutiona! announcement that Wil- 
liam McKinley and Garrett A. Hobart 
were elected President and Vice-Presi- 
dent, respectively, for the term begin- 
ning March 4. . 

Mr. Stevenson then formaly dismissed 
the joint session. A hearty round of 
applause, if which the galleries joined, 
followed, after which the Senators filed 
out into the hall, as they had come, 
while the members of the House stood 

p and the ceremony/ was over. At 
1:50 the House adjoumhed. 


SENATE PROCEEDINGS. 


Nicaragua Canal Bill Withdrawn. 
Secretary Morton Roasted. 
fBY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—Senator 
Morgan, the champion of the Nica- 
ragua Cana! Bill, announced in the 
Senate today his abandonment of that 
measure for the present sed&ion of Con- 
gress, and thereupon it was displaced 
by the Bankruptcy Bill. The Senator 
made this move after a protracted con- 
test covering several weeks, which had 
Cisclosed the fact that obstructive op- } 
position could not be overcome. He 
gave notice that he would renew his 
advocacy of the bill at an early day 
of the coming extra session. 
Mr. Morgar bitterly criticised the 
British opposition to the canal, and ad- 
dressing himself directly to Mr. Sher- | 
man, declared that‘if the next Secre- | 
tary of State permitted himself to be | 
fed on the anodynes of flattery of Great | 
Britain the people would not support 
him. Mr. Morgan asserted also that 
Mr. Sherman would not succeed in ne- 
gctiating a treaty relating to the canal. 
as the genius of a Talleyrand or a Met- 
ternich could not stand against the 
“thimblerigging” of those republics. 
‘The Bankruptcy Bill succeeded to the 
Advantageous position of unfinished 


til tomorrow. 

The Agricultural Bill was taken up 
late in. the day and passed, with $3,- 

»,500. It led to a lively debate, in 
which Secretary Morton was sharply 
criticised by Senators Vest, Chandler, 
Tillman and others. 

The House bill was passed extending 
the time for complying with the require- 
ments of the act forfeiting railroad 
lands, Mr. McBride of Oregon (Rep.) 
explaining that the bill applied to lands 
“atone thée Northern Patific route.” 

LIQUOR BILL. 

Mr. Tillman of,South Carolina (Dem.) 
called. up the. bill. limiting. the effect 
of Federal law on liquor traffic se as 
to give each State absolute control of 
the subject. 

Mr. Platt of+ Connectic@t (Rep.) 
thought it was a measure requiring an 
explanation, and Mr. Tillman pro- 
ceeded to explain in detail. He said 
the bill was designed to give each State 
the right to control the liquor traffic in 
its own way without interference from 
the Federal judiciary or any other 
source. A recent decision of the United 
States Supreme Court” in the South 
Carolina dispensary case had practi- 
cally annulled that part of the Wilson 
law permitting State regulation of 
the liquor traffic. .The amendments 
were made to meet the objections of the 
various courts so as to allow the State 
to exercise police control of foreign- 
made liquor in the States as well as 
of home-made liquors. 

Mr. Millis opposed the bill as a step 
backward, allowing, as it does, said he, 
interference with interstate commerce. 
He ' considered it a very dangerous 
precedent. 

Mr. Vest also opposed it on the same 
ground. The bill was, he said, intended 
to maintain the South Carolina monop- 
oly under the dispensary law. 

“J. openly confess that to be the ob- 
‘Ject,” said Mr. Tillman. “‘Three-fourths 
of our people have expressed their sup- 
port of the principle.” 

Tie discussion was cut off at 12:50 
'p.m., the time fixed for the Senators to 
proceed to the House of Representa- 
tives and participate in the count of 
the electoral vote. 

CANAL BILL WITHDRAWN. 

When the Senate reconvened, the 
Nicaragua Canal Bill came up as the 
‘regular order of business, and Mr. 
'Morgan.renewed his advocacy of the 

measure. (Mr. Morgan declared that 
British influence was continually at 
work to prevent American control of 
the canal. He had positive and detailed 
information supporting this declara- 
tion. “It is of such a character,” said 
Mr. Morgan, “that I am compelled to 
present this information to the Senate 
fin executive session. It will disclose 
that up to this hour British interven- 
tion thas been conspiring to prevent the 
consummation of this canal project un- 
der American control. 

“Unless all the manhood of the 
United States has been taken out of us 
by comtracts to keep the peace,” said 
he, there would be _ serious results 
from the abamdonment of the canal ‘bill 
to which the Senate was now invited. 

Turning to Mr. Sherman, who sat 
across the aisle. Mr. Morgan said: ‘““The 
Senator from Ohio will never be able 
to execute his plan of a treaty for 
which he so hopefully speaks, and I 
said to him the other day, if he had the 
genius of a Metternich and a Tally- 
ramd, he would be overcome by those 
little thimblerigging republics who 
will stand ready to conspire with other 
governments and to circumvent his 
plans. 

“No, the Senator from Ohio, in. his 
new position, will find his efforis 
brought to maught.” 

The incoming President would have 
to meet ‘this grave issue, he added. At 
the basis of it was the question of pro- 
tecting American interests and Ameri- 
can citizens, 

“We are informed théte is to’ de an 
extra session of C ess," proceeded 
Mr. Morgan, “and I give notice t at 
the earliest possible day I will offer this 
bill again, and will do what I'can to 
secure its passage, and if the glory and 
honor of this crowning work of the 
close of the century shall fall to the lot¢ 
of a Republican President, I will thank 
God that we have a Republican Presi- 
dent who can go step by step with his 
fellow-citizens in defense of the power 
and glory of this republic. I will now 
withdraw it.” 

Mr. Morgan laid before the Senate a 
letter from William L. Merry, Consul of 
-Nicaragua at San Francisco, express- 
ing the confident belief that Minister 
Rodriguez's letter to Secretary Olney 
opposing the canal project was un- 
authorized and contrary to the views 
of President Zelaya'of Nicaragua. The 
letter also set forth numerous circum- 
Stances (indicating that British in- 
fluence inspired opposition to the canal. 

As ‘Mr. Morgan proceeded with his 
criticism on Great Britain, Senator 
Richard Cartwright and Mr. Davies, 
the Canadian commissioners, ente 
the diplomatic gallery and were atten- 
tive listeners to the caustic words of 
the Senator. ‘ 

“Are we not to be guided by the les- 
sons of the past?” he exclaimed. “Are 
we to believe that the great British 
lion will not crunch the bone of our ann 
if we put it in her mouth?” 

Again turning to Mr. Sherman, Mr. 
Morgan said: “I say, in the presence of 
the Senator from Ohio, who is soon to 
be our Secretary of State, that if he 
takes the gnodynes of flattery given to 
him like spoon-food by Great Britain, 
the people of the United States will not 
support him.” 

The canal bill was then displaced, 
Mr. Morgan consenting that it should 
go to the calendar. On motion of Mr. 
Hoar, the Bankruptcy bill secured the 
right-of-way as unfinished business. 
The debate was not opened today, how- 
ever, but will begin to morrow. 

J. STERLING MORTON ROASTED. 

The Agricultral Bill was then taken 
up. It soon brought out a severe ar- 
raignment of Secretary Morton by Mr. 
Vest of Missouri. He spoke against the 
item of $65,000 for the publication of 
certain kinds of alleged agricultural 
literature. In one of these agricultural 
bulletins, Mr. Vest said the Secretary 
of Agriculture had arraigned the peo- 
ple of the States which had voted for 
Bryan as ignorant and illiterate, while 
the people of the McKinley States were 
held up as paragons of intelligence and 
refinement. And this publication, he 
added, was made in order that the 
farmers might know that the vote of 
Mr. Bryan was representative of the 
ignorance of the country. Would any 
Senator approve such publications? 

Mr. Gallinger remarked that such 
publications were a clear perversion of 
the funds intended for legitimate agri- 
cultural literature, and it was a per- 
version which should be rebuked. 

Mr. Vest called up another bulletin of 
the Agricultural Department, and in 
tones of intense sarcasm, pointed out 
a picture of Secretary Morton’s coun- 
try home in Nebraska as an embellish- 
ment of a publication on Arbor day. 
The publication contained a college ad- 
dress of the Secretary delivered be- 
fore he entered the public service. 

Mr. Chandler spcke on another bulle- 
tin from the same department in which 
the financial question was discussed, 
and the Secretary had attempted to 
show that the law would make up the | 
difference between gold and silver, and | 
that the subordinate in the department | 
who prepared the report had failed to. 
carry out the Secretary's ideas. Mr. 
Chandler said such publications should 


not emanate from the Agricultural De- 
partment. 

Mr. Cullom, in charge of the bill, 
urged that the peculiarities of the pres- 
ent Secretary of Agriculture would not 
be visited upon the next Secretary. If 
the next Secretary pursued the policy 
of the present Secretary, Mr. Cullom 
said he would not favor any appropria- 
tion, but the ore understood to be the 
choice of Mr. McKinley’ for the Agri- 
cultural Department was an actual 
farmer who would not indulge in agri- 
cultural bulletins on finance. 

Mr. Stewart (Pop.) of Nevada as-

men” he had ever known, and the Sen- 
ator urged that this action should be 
taken seriously. 

Mr. Tillman spoke for the retention 
of the item, saying the:farmers should 
not be prejudiced because the depart- 
ment had a Secretary who prostituted 
his position and aired his peculiar no- 
tions at the expense of the farmers. 

Mr. Allison (Rep.) of Iowa, in urging 
the need of these agricultural publica- 
tions “In legitimate lines, paid a high 
tribute to his«former associate in Con- 
gress,'Mr. Wilson of Iowa, who is un- 
derstood to be the next Secretary of 
Agriculture. 

Mr. Vest withdrew his opposition on 
the understanding that there would be 
no further “financial and pictorial bul- 
letins,” and the item was agreed to 
with the amendment making it $70,000. 

Mr. Lodge opposed the increase of 
$30,000 for the purpose of distribution 
of seeds recommended by the commit- 
tee, saying this plan had degenerated 
into a mere wholesale distribution of 
the commonest kind of garden and 
flower seeds. It was a waste of public 
money. 

Mr. Call (Dem.) of Florida said tHe 
free distribution of seed should be in- 
creased twofold instead of being de- 
creased. 

An amendment by Mr. Thurston 
(Rep.) of Nebraska was agreed to, ap- 
propriating $5000 for continuing expert- 
ments as to beet sugar production. The 
bill was then passed. It carries ap- 
proximately $3,250,000

The Obscene Mail Matter Bill Ready 
for Signature. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—The House 
has passed the Senate bill relating to 
the carrying of obscene matter by ex- 
press companies, and it has gone to the 
President for signature. It is entitled: 
“Am act to prevent the carrying of ob- 
scene literature and articles designed 
for indecent and immofal use from one 
Gt&te or Territory into another State 
or Territory,” and is as follows: 

“Be it enacted, etc., that it shall be 
unlawful for any person to deposit with 
any express company or other common 
carrier for carriage from one State or 
Territory of the United States or the 
District of Columbia, to any other 
State or Territory of the United States 
or the District of Columbia, any ob- 
scene, lewd or lascivious book, pamph- 
let, paper, writing, print, picture or 
other matter of indecent character, or 
any article or thing designed or in- 
tended for the prevention of conception 
or procuring of abortion, or any writ- 
ten or printed card, letter, circular, 
book, pamphlet, advertisement or notice 

_of any kind giving information directly 
or indirectly, where, how or whom or 
by what means any of the hereinbefore 
mentioned articles, matters or things 
may be obtained or made; and any 
person who shall knowingly deposit or 
cause to be deposited with any express 
company or other common carrier for 
carriage from one State or Territory 
of the United States or the District of 
Columbia, or who shall take from such 
express company or any other common 
carrier, with intent to sell, distribute or 
circulate any matter or thing hereinbe- 
fore forbidden from carriage, shall for 
each offense, upon conviction thereof, 
be fined not more than $5000 or impris- 
oned for more than five years or both, 
at the discretion of the court.” 


TARIFF-MAKERS, 


Nails and Cutlery are Receiving 
Consideration. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—The Repub- 
lican tariff-makers spent another day 
considering the schedule of manufac- 
tures of iron and steel. Nails and cut-/j 
lery were the divisions of the schedule 
which engaged their attention, but no 
definite rates upon those articles were 
fixed. The committee decided tenta- 
tively to put the rate on nails at about 
one-fourth of. the McKinley rates, and 
to make it specific. Even the Wilson 
rates on nails are, in the minds of the 
committee, practically prohibitive, and 
a majority of the Republicans expressed 
the opinion that nails can be made so 
cheaply in the Eastern States that no 
duty is necessary. The Pacific Coast, 
however, on account of foreign compe- 
tition, seemed to need protection, and 
the duty agreed upon will be for the 
benefit of the Coast. 

No definite duties on cutlery were 
discussed, but it was decided to make 
a rectification of that division of the 
schedule and fix specific rates, which 
will be materially higher than the 
present ad valorem duties on cutlery. 


Postofiice Appropriations. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—The Post- 
office Appropriation Bill for the fiscal 
year beginning July 1, 1897, was com- 
pleted today by the House Committee 
on Postoffices and Post Roads. It car- 
ries $95,611,711, or $3,040,150 more than 
for the current year, and $1,903,605 less 
than the estimate of the Postmaster- 
General. There is an increase in the 
allowance for free-delivery service, 
which is $12,595,000 in the bill. 


Pearl Harbor Appropriation. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—The Sen- 
ate Committee on Foreign Relations 
agreed today to report favorably Sen- 
ator Frye’s amendment to the Sundry 
Civil Appropriation Bill, appropriating 
$100,000 for the improvement of Pear] 
Harbor, Sandwich Islands. 


STRANGE DOUBLE SUICIDE. 


Two Unknowns Turn on Gas and 
Die Together.

GRAND ISLAND (Neb.,) Feb. 10.—A 
mysterious double suicide occurred 
here. Two well-dressed men arrived 
in this city from the East and inquired 
for the best hotel in the city. Only one 
registered, saying he would do for 
both. The name on the register is very 
vague, evidently made so purposely, 
but looks like R. A. Newcome, and the 
residence is given as Billings, Mont. 
About hoon the two men were found in 
their room dead. All the gas jets in 
the room were open full and one jet 
placed very high up, and of which no 
posible use could be made for light- 
ing purposes was also open. Neither 
man had any baggage other than a 
small grip, and this contained nothing 
but two shirts and a few collars 
They were all new, and bore the stamp 
of a Chicago firm.

There were no 
papers in the pockets im their clothes, 
though ashes in the toilet bowl! showed 
papers had been destroyed.

BRITISH CONQUEST. 


THE PALACE OF THE EMIR OF 
NUPE OCCUPIED. 


Capture of Bida Completes the De- 
struction of the Fulah Power 


and Adds a Big Slice to Eng- 
lond’s Territory in Africa, 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

LONDON, Feb. 10.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] Sir George Goldie, commanding 
the Royal Niger Company’s expedition 
against the Emir of Nupe, cables from 
the palace of the Emir at Bida, Jan- 
uary 29, that the palace was captured 
and a!l the members of the expedition 
were well. The dispatches yesterday 
stated that Bida was to be bombarded 
January 27. A private telegram today 
says Lieut. Thomsen of the Leicester- 
shire Regiment, was killed. The cap- 
ture of Bida probably completes the 
destruction of the Fulah power and 
will most likely add to the territory of 
Great Britain in Africa. The dispute 
between the Emir of Nupe and the 
Niger Company grew out of the Emir’s 
practice of executing slaves by whole- 
sale after raiding territory under pro- 
tection of the company, to obtain vic- 
tims. The British punitive expedition. 
consisted of 500 Pgusa troops, six 
Maxim rapid-fire ns, twenty-six 
mounted European officers and 900 car- 
riers, backed up by a flotilla of stern- 
wheel river steamers. The Fulah army 
was said to number nearly 20,000 foot 
and 2000 cavalry. The Emir of Nupe is 
the most powerful vassal of the great 
Mohammedan empire of Sokoto. 

A BIG BATTLE. 


LONDON, Feb. 10.—Telegrams from 
the west coast of Africa and dated 
January 26 says: The Royal Niger 
Company's expedition against the Emir 
of Nupe engaged it in a big battle 
which lasted from sunrise to sunset on 
that day, the British columns driving 
their Fulah enemfes before them.

The Blockade Squadron Strung Out 
in Front of Charleston Harbor, 
The Vesuvious Trying to Get 
Past Them.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—Secretary 
Herbert today received the report of 
Rear-Admiral Bunce, giving details of 
the accidents on board the battle- 
Ship Maine and the cruiser Marblehead 
during the progress of the North At- 
lantic squadron from Hampton Roads 
to Chariéston, resulting in the drown- 
ing of three sailors, who were washed 
from the decks of the Maine, and the 
killing of one man and the injuring of 
several others on board the Marble- 

head. 
} Accompanying the report is the state- 
ment of Capt. Crowninshield of the 
Maine, giving details of the loss of his 
three sailors and of the attempt to 


rescue them. The captain’s statement 
follows: 


“On the morning of the 6th inst., a 
Sea Swept over the deck from the port 
side and washed overboard from the 
port gangway forward of the aft tur- 
ret, Charles Hassel, gunner’s mate, 
third class, and Leonard C. Koegel, ap- 
prentice, second class, who were at 
work securing a grating. Both life buoys 
were let go, the engines stopped, the 
starboard engine backed and the life- 
boat’ lowered, Naval Cadet W. : 
Gherardi taking charge. Immediately 
after the cry of ‘Man overboard,’ and 
before the lifeboat was lowered, Wil- 
liam J. Creelman, landsman, jumped 
overboard from the poop, in an attempt 
to rescue Koegel. Creelman swam well, 
but was unabe to reach Koegel, who 
sank in about one minute after he went 
overboard. Creelman’s act was allant, 
the more so, perhaps, because it was, 
at the same time, deliberate. He had 
run from the starboard, and says that, 
seeing the lifeboat about to be lowered, 
he hoped to be able to support Koegel 
until the lifeboat came, or to take him 
to the huoy. Hassel reached the busy 
soon after being washed overboard, and, 
on seeing Creelman, swam toward him, 
In the mean time, the lifeboat was un- 
able to do more than take care of 
itself. The sea was so tremendous that 
it was in the greatet danger of being 
swamped. The- swivel -forestring oar 
broke short off and the boat was once 
nearly filled with water. The 
weather had been thick with a 
heavy driving rain. To _ bring the 
ship into position to pick-up the life- 
boat was a grave matter. The boat 
was dropping to leeward and the ship 
had to be turned through the trough 
of the sea to reach it. While turn- 
ing, the ship rolled heavily, water was 
taken on board over the tops of. the 
turrets, and 6ne sea, sweeping across 
from starboard. side, swept over- 
board from the port. quarter 
Brown, seaman, and Axel D. Nefson,

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 10.—An im- 
portant meeting in the interest of Cen- 
tral and Northern California will be 
held in the rooms of the San Francisco 
Board of Trade Friday afternoon un- 
der the auspices of the State Develop- 
ment Committee. 

The invitation, issued to merchants, 
hotel proprietors, shippers and others 
interested in transportation, is signed 
by Henry W. Sherwood. It recites that 
many eastern tourists who visit Cali- 
fornia see only the southern part of 
the State, and return to their homes 
over a southern route without discov- 
ering the beauties and advantages of 
any other part of California, and sug- 
gests the establishment of a bureau at 
Los Angeles for the distribution of in- 
formation concerning the climate, soil, 
facilities for transportation, hotel ac- 
commodations and all matters of in- 
terest in Central and Northern Califor- 


- nia. 


Sherwood said today that eastern 
people travel over a southern route, 
especially those coming to California 
during the winter months. They labor 
under the delusion that our northern 
latitudes are as frigid as the East, lit- 
tle dreaming of the beauties of Central 
California in the winter. 

“Self interest,” said Sherwood, “im- 
pels hotel keepers and traders of the 
South to permit those delusions to re- 
main undisturbed or to strengthen 
them.

OFF FOR BERING SEA. 


A Little Whaler with a History is 
Going.

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 10—Down on 
the beach at the back of Meiggs’ 
wharf, George Ebert, an oid sailor, is 
hard at work patching up a whaleboat 
and making her fit to put into the wa- 
ter. In the beginning of June he in- 
tends to take a trip in this little 
craft to Victoria, and from there to 
the Bering Sea, where he will try to 
make a living by trading with fur 
skins between the Siwash and Aleut 
settlements, and various vessels. He 
has made the trip in a small boat be- 
fore, and is confident that he can do 
it again. The boat itself has a his- 
tory. It originally belonged to _ the 
British ship Nineveh, wrecked off Cape 
Flattery several years ago.

The boat is stoutly built, with a length 
of twenty-eight feet, and eight feet 
beam, but seems hardly ‘able to stand 
such a voyage as Ebert proposes to 
make in her.

This will 
delay Butler’s extradition. 

Attorney Pidwell, one of Butler’s 
counsel, has filed a suit in replevin in 
the Justice’s Court to recover posses- 
sion of Butler's effects. Pidwell claims 
to be the owner under a bill of sale 
from his client. The United States mar- 
shal is sued for the personal property. 
The police charge that by this action 
Pidwell lays himself open to the ac- 
cusation of being a purchaser of stolen 
goods, many of Butler’s effects being 
supposed to be the property of the 
murdered Capt. Lee Weller. 

The extradition proceedings in con- 
nection with the Weller murder were 
resumed this afternoon. The evidence 
of the British government was not 
concluded, however, and the indications 
are that no decision will be reached be- 
fore next week. The documents upon 
which the arrest of Weller was made 
were examined to show that all the 
legal requirements had been complied 
with. The original of the advertise- 
ment which drew Weller to his death 
was also introduced, and the prosecu- 
tion charged that the handwriting was 
that of the prisoner. 

ASHE IN AUSTRALIA. 

PERTH (West Australia,) Feb. 10.— 
The identification by the San Fran- 
cisco officials of Butler as Richard 
Ashe has attracted considerable atten- 
tion throughout Australia. It has been 
ascertained here that Richard Ashe 
was sentenced to a term of imprison- 
ment between 1893 and 1896.

SETTLED?) THE SCANDAL. 


Scandalous Action of the Assembly 
in the Dackworth Case. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PIESS WIRBE.] 

SACRAMENTO, Feb. 10.—The As- 
sembly this afternoon settled the tem- 
porary-organizgation scandal! by vindl- 
eating Chief Clerk Duckworth and cen- 
suring the members who had recom- 
mended persons for places on the roll. 
Such scenes have never been witnessed 
in the Assembly and probably will 
never be repeated. Members arose to 
questions of privilege and indulged in 
strong personalities, pending the con- 
sideration of the committee's report, 
although debate had been shut off by 
the previous question being called for. 

An amendment was proposed, strik- 
ing out the paragraph censuring the 
Mileage Committee, but the amend- 
ment was lost’. Bettman made an im- 
passioned speech in which he declared 
that the part of the report which threw 
more blame on the older members than 
the newcomers should be stricken out. 
Another amendment was _ proposed 
striking out that part of the report in- 
cluding the names of the members who 
suggested attachés, but this was voted 
down, and the report was adopted as 
it came from the committee. 

Then came the resolutions of Mr. 
Waymire, the first of which was to the 
effect that all the ‘attachés to whom 
mileage had been paid except the chief 
clerk, sergeant-at-arms and minute 
clerk, who are still on the pay roll, be 
compelled to return the money received 
by them. The resolution was adopted. 

The next resolution favored the dis- 
missal of Chief Clerk Duckworth. By 
unanimous consent Duckworth was al- 
lowed to take the floor and answer the 
charges against him. The Assembly 
chamber was crowded, many of the fair 
sex beinggn evidence. 

Caminetti said that he had twice 
refused to recommend a person, but 
had yielded to the third request, and 
he demanded to know why he should 
be branded as a criminal without a 
hearsay.

H. Friedman was @ partner of Robert 
Duckworth. The name and address 
of Friedman were furpished to Chy- 
noweth, but the prosecuting attorney 
had failed to send for him.

BOUNDARY TROUBLES. 


ANOTHER ENCOUNTER BETWEEN 
FRENCH AND BRAZILIANS. 


- -@- 


A French Mining Expedition At- 
tacked by Brazilinn Soldiers—A 
Venezuelan Diplomat Criticises 
the Arbitration Treaty—Chilian 
Boundary. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.} 

KINGSTON (Jamaica,;) Feb. 10.— Re- 
ports of fresh trouble between French 
colonists at Cayenne and Brazilians in 
the transamazon provinces of Brazil 
which may lead to further diplomatic 
trouble before an arbitration agree- 
ment is reached, have been received 
here. A French mining expedition into 
the Cachivour district, in the disputed 
territory from which it was agreed all 
troops would be withdrawn, pending 
settlement, was met by a force of Bra- 
zilian rangers and made prisoners, 
after a fight, in which one or two of 
the French citizens were shot. 

The party was under the leadership 
of a Frenchman named named Tilbert. 
They ascended the Cachivour River 
without any interference, until arriving 
at Degrad Fifine Landing, where they 
commenced erecting ‘“‘wikyups.”’ Before 
the party had got through with their 
work, and of course before they had 
begun prospecting, they were suddenly 
surrounded by upward of 150 armed 
Brazilians, who fired upon them from 
ambush. without challenge. 

Tilbert supposed he was being at- 
tacked by brigands, and as this was 
to be looked for, the fire was returned. 
But it at once became apparent that 
they had to deal with a large body of 
soldiers, and not a few wandering. 
brigands. Tilbert then ordered his men 
to stop firing, but the soldiers con- 
tinued to fire, and many of the party 
plunged into the river and attempted 
to get away in boats. These were fired 
on in the water and one or two were 
killed, while some others escaped and 
made their way down the river. Til- 
bert and the rest of the men were made 
prisoners. 

Fearing a reprisal from the French, 
Perez sent to Para to ask for reinforce- 
ments. but. according to advices, the 
Governor of Cayenne has decided to take 
no action in the way of a reprisal, but 
' has sent on a protest against the dis- 
|} turbance of the status quo to Para, 
, and laid the matter before his govern- 
ment at Paris. Meanwhile all private 
mining operations in the disputed ter- 
ritory have been suspended.

BARTHELMAN SENTENCED BY

Charles Sears Gets Ten Years in Fol- 
som—Laird’s Trial for Forgery 
Begun in Department One. 
Damage Suit in Progress. 


At the City Hall yesterday the hear- 
ing of protests against the Main-street 
paving job was continued. In addition 
to listening to testimony, the Council 
committee which has the matter in 


the street during the afternoon, devot- 
ing several hours to the work. The Fire 
Commission held its regular session, re- 
ceiving from Commissioner Vetter the 
announcement that in a few days his 
resignation would be filed with the City 
Council. 

At the Courthouse yesterday John F. 
Barthelman, the murderer. of his wife, 
was sentenced by Judge Smith to be 
hanged, and taken to Folsom in the 
afternoon by Sheriff Burr. Charles 
Sears also received a sentence at the 
hands of Judge Smith, and was given 
five years each om two charges of bur- 
glary. The Daneri damage suit against 
the railway, and the Shepherd damage 
suit against the city were both progres- 
sing finely. L. J. Laird, Jr., was on 
trial in Department One for forgery, 
and John Brome was brought up from 
Santa Monica on a charge of assault 
with a deadly weapon. |

COUNCILMEN EXAMINE THE MAIN- 
STREET PAVEMENT. 


What the Excavations Developed 

Apparently Satisiies the Con- 

ctor—Testi y Heard by the 
Committee During the Day. 


The Council committee that is hear- 
ing the protests against the Main 
street paving job, varied the routine 
yesterday afternoon, by taking a spin 
out to the end of Main street, and 
making a personal examination of the 
pavement, the quality of which is 
now under discussion. 

The retinue of attendants which has 
been with the committee in the Coun- 
cil chamber, during the taking of tes- 
timony, accompanied the Councilmen 
yesterday afternoon. The attorneys for 
both sides, the Street ‘Superintendent 
and several of his men, the ex-Street 
Superintendent, the contractor, the sub- 
contractors, and a number of their 
men, the principal protestants and the 
newspaper men made up the company, 
and the local population swelled the 
crowd until it assumed the dimensions 
of a militia company, 

The committee began work in the 
Council chamber at 10:30 o’clock. 

A. . Shafer, living on Main, near 
Twenty-eighth Street, testified that 
north of Adams street he had watched 
the work as it progressed, arid found 
that the concrete was not being prop- 
erly laid. He reported the defects he 
had discovered to the City Engineer, 
and with that official dug up portions 
of the concrete, with a penknife and 
fingers, While doing this, Messrs. Long 
and Widney, contractors, protested 
against this: proceeding. The witness 
thought that where ‘the concrete could 
be dug up with the fingers, no objec- 
tion could reasonably be made to the 
proceeding. 

As to the asphalt work, Mr. Shafer 
said that between Adams and Thirtieth 
street, no power mixers were used, 
only hand mixérs. The asphalt work 
was prosecuted during a rainstorm. In 
response to questions put by Council- 
man Toll, the witness said that about 
one-third of ¢he rock used was too 
large.

D. Rosalle was the last witness called 
by the attorneys for the protesting 
property-owners. His testimony cov- 
ered the same ground that the pre- 
ceding witness had gone over. 

The contractor called as his first 
witness E. B. Felts, at present an in- 
spector in the street department, and 
for nearly two years an inspector un- 
der Perry Howard. Felts was one of 
the inspectors on the Main street pav- 
ing job. 

He explained, im answer to questions 
propounded by the contractor's attor- 
ney, the processes by which the pave- 
ment was laid. .He had been given di- 
rections to report any faulty work. to 
Howard and did so on several occa- 
sions, and the bad spots were always 
repaired, or the poor material put to 
one side. He thought the entire job to 
be an excellent one. He had met an 
inspector who had been hired by the 
property-owners, and this man had ad- 
‘mitted to him that the job was a good 
one. The contractor had repeatedly ex- 
pressed to him his desire to have the 
work performed in the best possible 
manner. He knew of no soft. spots in 
the concrete not made by wagons. 

At 11:45 o’clock ex-Street Superin- 
tendent Howard took the stand and 
stirred up mightily the attorneys for 
the protestants by his positive state- 
ments. 

“It’s the best paving job in this city, 
or on this Coast,” declared Howard, 
“and the best piece of pavement that 
will ever be put down here. It: is up to 
the specifications in every particular. 
It was given the most close and careful 
inspection by my.men and by myself 
that any piece of work was ever ac- 
corded. The contractors codperated 
with us cheerfully and willingly, in pro- 
ducing this result and we are proud of 
our work. It is foolish—the most fool- 
ish thing that ever was heard of—for 
people to protest against this job.’ 

The ex-street boss has an emphatic 
method.of speech, and spurred on by 
an occasional interjection from a nag- 
ging attorney, he became really elo- 
quent in describing the lengths to which 
the street department and the contract- 
ors had gone, in giving the property- 
owners the worth of their money in as- 
phalt, sand, cement, rock, etc. 

r. Howard’s testimony concluded, 
the committee adjourned to meet on 
Main street at 1:30 o’clock, there to 
examine the street and verify the 
statements made to them by the wit- 
nesses for both sides. It was 3 o’clock 
before the committee, accompanied by 
the Street Superintendent and City En- 
gineef, arrived at Main and Ninth 
streets. There a car was taken and 
the party driven to Jefferson street. 

The gutters were examined, and in 
several places the asphaltic cement 
used for grouting proved to be in the 
condition described by the property 
owner, who likened it to molasses 
candy. It could be pulled out of the 
crevices in strings and gobs, and thus 
proved what the protestants had said 
of it to be true. 

A number of excavations were made 
in the street at different points, the 
result being that in every instance the 
concrete work was found to be good, 
while the asphalt was likewise all right, 
so far as it went. When measured, it 
averaged about an inch and three- 
quarters in thickness, while the speci- 
fications require ‘two inches. Accurate 
measurements were taken by the City 
Engineer in all these cases and pre- 
served for future reference. 

In the course of the excavation sev- 
eral ‘“‘spats’’ occurred between the 
property owners, who insisted on point- 
ing out alleged defects, and the con- 
tractors, who grew restive under the 
torrent of criticism to which the street 
was subjected. These little side af- 
fairs served to make the function in- 
teresting and did not apparently bother 
the Councilmen. : 

The committee worked southward to 
Sixteenth street and found the pave- 
ment to improve as it neared the center 
of the city. The asphalt was of the 
requisite thickness, the concrete was 
not to be complained of, and the gut- 
ters were not objectionable. The com- 
mittee finished its work on the street 
about 6 o’cloek, and the specimens of 
asphalt and other stuff taken away by 
them filled a number of large sacks. 


EVENING SESSION. 


Document Produced That Creates a 
Sensation. 

In the evening session the contractors 
called several witnesses, who testified 
to the good quality of material used 
and the substantial compliance with 
the.terms of the contract and specifica- 
tions. Contractor Long was one of 
the last witnesses examined, and _his 
cross-examination by Attorney W. E. 
Arthur developed a lively scene and a 
sensational disclosure. 

The attorney asked the contractor 
what discounts he had allowed to prop- 
erty owners who paid their assess- 
ments, and Long replied that he had 
allowed 10 per cent. in some cases. 
When the attorney asked if he had 
not allowed as much as 50 per cent., 
Long lost his temper and accompanied 
his denial with some very strong lan- 
guage. The attorney then produced a 
document and asked Long if he had not 
agreed to discount W. A. Field’s as- 
sessment 50 per cent. in -consideration 
of Field’s lending his name as plain- 
tiff in an injunction suit to be brought 
virtually by Long against himself to 


delay work on the Main-street improve- 
ment. 


Long denied this also, but after 
inspecting the document he remem- 
bered that John T. Jones was his at- 
torney and had authority to sign for 
Following is the document: 

“In consideration of W. A. Field com- 
mencing an action to enjoin the im- 
provement of Main street in the city of 
Los Angeles, county of Los Angeles, 


State of California, between Ninth 


street and the south city limits, and 
the dismissal of said action, after so 
commenced, when requested so to do 
by the contractor for the improvement 
of said street, I agree, on the payment 
to me of one-half of.the amount as- 
sessed against the property fronting 
upon said street and now owned by said 
w. A. Field. that I will receipt him in 
full for all demands on account of said 
improvements and satisfy the lien 
against his said property. The said 
Field assents to the foregoing agree- 
ment, will commence said action if 
deemed necessary, and dismiss. the 
same when requested so to do, and will 
pay said 50 per cent. on demand after 
said work is completed and accepted 
by the proper city officials. All of the 
expenses of commencing said action. 
including costs and attorney's fees, to 
be paid by said contractor. In witness 
whereof said parties have hereunto se 
their hands this 29th day of Februa 


“J. T. LONG, Contractor. 
“By John T. Jones, his attorney.” 
Long said the agreement amounted 

to nothing, because it was made before 
the work was begun. 
The purpose of the proposed injunc- 


tion evidently was to give the contrac- 
tors an excuse for not doing the work 
while the validity of the improvement 
bonds remained in doubt, although the 
contract had been undertaken with full 
knowledge of the uncertainty and ata 
high price because of the uncertainty. 
Unless enjoined, the contractors would 
be compelled to begin the work with- 
out waiting for a decision in the bond 
case. An injunction that would be dis- 
missed at the pleasure of the contrac- 
tor was a very handy thing to have in 
the house. The document produced by 
Attorney Arthur was signed by but 
one party, and therefore does not ap- 
pear to have been an agreement. 


VETTER TO RESIGN. 


As an Officer in a Telephone Com- 
pany He Cannot Serve the City.

{AT THE COURT HOUSE. 


BARTHELMAN MUST HANG 


THE MURDERER OF, HIS WIFE 
SENTENCED TO DEATH. 


Taken to the State’s.Prisen by 
. Sheriff Burr and Beputy Sheriff 
Fleming at 2 O’clock Yesterday 
Afternoon — What the Doomed 
Man Had to Say. 


John F. Barthelman, who shot and 
killed his wife, Mabel Barthelman, in 
this city on November 3, 1896, received 
his death sentence yesterday morning. 
Superior Judge B. N. Smith pronounced 
the words which told the murderer of 
his fate. The impressive scene occurred 
in Department One, and there were a 
large number of spectators present to 
witness it. Judge Smith, after dispos- 
ing of a few other cases, announced 
that he would then give his decision 
upon the motion of Barthelman’s coun- 
sel asking for a new trial. — 

The court stated that the first ground 
of the motion, and the one most dwelt 
upon and longest argued by defendant’s 
counsel, was that the court had er 
in permitting the non-expert witnesses 
to testify in regard to the sanity of the 
defendant. The point especially noted 
by the counsel for the defense was that 
the only testimony in regard to his 
client’s sanity must be given by inti- 
mate acquaintances of the defendant, 
in order to be competent. The court 
said in substance as follows: 

“Our State Legislature has p da 
law allowing non-experts to testity as 
to the defendant's sanity, first making 
it obligatory for the witnesses to give 
the reasons for their opinion. This mat- 
ter has come before the Supreme Court 
from time to time, and the court can 
find no decisions from the Supreme 
Bench, from volume 45 California, to 
volume 106, that supports the theory of 
defendant’s counsel. The term ‘intimate 
acquaintance’ leaves a large latitude as 
to what degree the witness has become 
acquainted with the defendant. 
comes entirely a question of degree, and 
a person the court might think an in- 
timate acquaintance others would not. 
The Supreme Court leaves the question 
in the hands of the trial judge as to 
whether or not the intimacy of the re- 
lation of the witness with the defendant 
would admit of the testimony being 
competent. 

“In reviewing the decisions of the 
Supreme Court on this subject, the 
court finds many instances where the 
acquaintance has been very slight. In 
one instance the witness had merely 
eaten at the same table as the defend- 
ant for a short period. The decisions 
of the Supreme Court have, im every 
ease where this question is involved, 
tended to a broadening and more lib- 
eral effect on the rigid rules that have 
been, and in several instances, now are 
in force in some of the other States of 
the Union. 

“In several of the cases cited by the 
counsel for the defense as supporting 
his argument, the question asked of 
the witness was, ‘What was the appear- 
ance of the defendant with relation to 
his sanity or insanity?’ This question, 
the court holds, calls for no opinion. It 
is very possible that in analyzing this 
question there should be trouble. Any 
person having an opportunity to wit- 
ness the actions of the defendant would 
be capable of giving an Opinion on the 
actions. There is a distinction drawn 
here that must be taken into consider- 
ation.” 

The decisions of the Supreme Court 
referred to by the- counsel for the de- 
fense in his argument were severally 
spoken of by the court, and the Judge 
said the code did not throw much light 
on the matter, as it merely provides 
that the testimony of an intimate ac- 
quaintance, though a non-expert, is 
competent when preceded by the rea- 
sons on which the opinion is predicated. 
The argument of the defendant’s coun- 
sel that the non-experts in this. case 
were not intimate acquaintances does 
not arouse any question except in one 
instance. that of Jailer Robbins. The 
court said that, in his opinion, the wit- 
ness Robbins’s testimony in regard to 


the defendant's sanity, Was the most

competent introduced by the prosecu- 
tion. Robbins testified that he had the 
man under his eye a large part of the 
day for a week or more, and frequently 
conversed with him: Moreover, Rob- 
bins was, although he had never seen 
the defendant before that time, better 
qualified, in the mind of the court, to 
testify as to his sanity than were al- 
most any other of the non-expert wit- 
nesses. 

Judge Smith said Robbine’s testimony 
came strictly within the requirements 
laid down by the Supreme Court, and 
passed on to the second point raised in 
support of the motion for a new trial. 

The second ground was that the court 
had committed error in admitting the 
testimony *as to threats or naces 
made by Barthelman that were re- 
mote to have no bearing on the case.* 
As no special parts of the transcript 
had been noted by counsel, the court 
stated that he could pass upon this 
point only in a general manner. 

The court had confined the period in 
which the threats must have been 
made to be admissable as evidence, at 
one year preceding the date of the 
homicide, but Jydge Smith said that 
even if ¢hat Hmit had not been placed 
on the testimony, it was a question for

the jury to’determine whether or not 
the threats had any connection with 
or bearing upon the homicide. This 
ground having been disposed of, the 
third and last point raised, that the 
jury had not rendered a verdict in ac- 
cordance with the evidence for the 
reason that no motive had been shown 
for the crime, by the testimony, was 
taken 

As to this contention of counsel, the 
court said that it was a natural sup- 
position that when a man and woman 
who had been married reached that 
point in their domestic troubles where 
a divorce was sought by either or both 
of them, that there was anything but 
a friendly feeling toward one another 
existant between them. On the con- 
trary, in cases of that character, ¢he 
deepest feeling of animosity almost 
inevitably existed, and the court con- 
sidered that this case was no exception 
to the rule. 

Judge Smith ¢hen stated that the 


motion for a new trial was overruled. 
and an exception to the ruling was 
taken by the counsel for the defense. 
The defendant was then ordered to 
stand up for sentence, and he arose 
and walked to the end of the table, 
where he heard the words that told him 
of his doom. Barthelman did not show 
his agitation to any great extent, but 
his hands trembled and his breast 
gave one or two convulsive heaves, as 
the words, so terrible to his ears, were 
slowly and distinctly pronounced by 
the Judge. After having read the in- 
formation in, the cage, the court pro- 
ceeded as follows: 

“John F. Barthelman, you were ar- 
raigned upon this information and 
It was submitted 
to a jury, and they have returned a 
verdict against you, of guilty of murder 
in the first degree. It now becomes 
my duty to pass judgment upon you. 
Have you any legal cause why 
judgment should not be pronounced 
upon you?” 

“T have not, Your Honor.” said the 
defendant, in a scarcely audible tone 
of voice, those near him being the 
only ones to hear his words.. Upon a 
repetition by the Judge of his last 
question, Barthelman repeated, with 
an effort, and in a low tone, “I ve 
nothing to say, Your Honor.” 

The court caught the witness’s an- 
swer and proceeded with the sentence. 

“You understand, Mr. Barthelman, 
that it is the law that speaks to you, 
not me as an individual. I am simply 
one of thousands in this State, who for 
a little time exercise the duties of a 
court in reference to the law which 
you have broken. It is the law which 
is to be vindicated, and it is that which 
speaks to you this morning, thesbroken 
law. Our law provides that the man 
who, of his malice aforethought, kills 
or murders a human being may be 
punished by death. If the jury had 
seen fit to give you a life sentence, it 
was with them to do so. The court 
has no discretion. ‘That is the law. 
You have Violated it and have been con- 
victed, and you have no one to blame 
but yourself. You must suffer the pen- 
ality. I hope your fate will be a warn- 
ing to all men who let their angry pas- 
sions and their feelings overcome their 
judgment and in a reckless manner 
take away that life which they cannot 
restore. 

“It is the judgment of this court, 
John F. Barthelman, that within ten 
days from this date you , by the 
Sheriff of this county, taken to the 
State Prison at Folsom, and that you 
be by him there delivered to the cus- 
tody of the warden of that State prison, 
and that you be by that warden, om a 
day and time to be hereafter fixed by 
this court, in your warrant of execu- 
—_ hanged by the neck until you are 
ea 

When the Judge ceased speaking the 
courtroom was as still as death, and 
the bailiff touched Barthelman on the 
shoulder and motioned to the doomed 
man to follow him back to the cell in 
the County Jail. Barthelman started as 
though from a reverie, and accom- 
panied the bailiff from the room. The 
counsel for the defense asked for three 
days’ time in which to prepare a bill of 
exceptions and file a notice of appeal, 
which was granted, and the crowd filed 
silently from the courtroom. 

Barthelman was taken back to his 
cell, but had been ‘there but a few min- 
utes when sent for by Jailer Kennedy. 
As the number of deputies in e 
Sheriff's office is too limited to allow a 
man to be detailed as a constant guard 
over the doomed man, and as he is in 
such a condition of nrind that an at- 
tempt by him to take his life would not 
be a surprise to the officers, Sheriff 
Burr decided to take Barthelman to 
the penitentiary on the 2 o'clock train. 

Clerk Logan of Department One was 
notified to prepare the death warrant. 
shortly after 12 o'clock, and by dint of 
rapfd work succeeded in having that 
document in the Sheriff's hands by half 
past 1 o’clock. The death warrant was 
arranged with elaborate neatness, and 
was tied with huge black bows of satin 
ribbon. . 

When Barthelman came to the of- 
fice of the jail, his description and 
measurements were taken, and when 
Jailer Kennedy directed the clerk to 
note the expression as pleasant, Barth- 
elman seemed to be greatly gratified, 
and laughed and joked about the ma¢- 
ter. Barthelman gave his age as 31, 
and said with a far-away look in his 
eyes that it was just one year ago 
yesterday when his wife left him, and 
his troubles commenced. Only once 
did he weaken, and that was when ke 
was asked about his relations. As he 
gave the names and addresses of the 
members of his family, and admitted 
that they knew of his trouble, his 
strong form was shaken, and his voice 
almost broke down. 

Barthelman stated to a Times re- 
porter that his treatment since he 
had been in the County Jail could 
have been no better, with one excep- 


tion, and that was the instance in 
which Barnhill testified to his remarks 
to some tady visitors to the effect 
that if he had thé job to do over 
again he would do it up better than 
before. This Barthelman denied he 
had said, and remarked in an earnest 
tone that if a sacrifice of his NLfe 

ld restore that of his murdered 
wife, he would gladly make it. 

‘As to his trial, Barthelman said that 
there was much that had not been told, 
and that the newspapers had treated 
him in a manner that even he did not 
deserve, and had shown great par- 
tiality in giving the reports of the 
trial. He did not expect a new trial 
from Judge Smith, but said that if the 
Judge knew of what he had suffered 
and gone through for the last two 
years, he would have granted the mo- 
tion. Barthelman declared his inten- 
tion of taking his death like a man, 
if worst cam? to worst, and said that 
he had no desire to take his life by 
his own hands. y 

He said he» had not had a good 
night's sleep for two years, but that 
he never dreamed his «rouble would 
land him in jail. Barthelman per- 
sisted that his mind was and always 
had been a blank concerning his action 
the evening of the homicide. He was 
then called away to have Photographer 
Wesner take his picture, a copy of 
which is here reproduced. He was then 
returned to his cell for his noon meal, 
and at 1 o'clock was again brought 
to the office, and for the first time 
apprised of the fact that he was to 
leave for Folsom on the 2:05 train. 

Barthelman was very much per- 
turbed over this news. and it seemed 
to take the spirit of cheerfulness, 
which he had exhibited immediately 
after the sentence, from him, 

He asked to see hsi attorney and 
his hittle girl, but was denied both 
requests. This made him much more 
downhearted. “Oh, well.” he said, “I 
expect my baby has forgotten her 
papa by this time, as she is only, 4 
years old, and has not seen me for 
three months. I may never see her big 
brown eyes again, eyes so like her 
poor mother’s for there is no money 
to send her to Folsom, nor any one 
to take her there if I could pay her 
fare. Perhaps it°is for the best, but. 
oh, how I would like to kiss’ my baby 
good-by.” 

Barthelman asked leave to telephone 
his counsel, but just then Deputy 
Sheriff McClure came for him, and 
placing the handcuffs on his wrists, 
took him out and placed him in the 
hack that was waiting to take him to 
the train. He was taken to Folsom 
by Sheriff Burr and Deputy Sheriff 
Fleming. and by the expression of his 
face and the tone of his voice as he 
said good-by, one could easily see that 
he thought #& a last farewell. His 
last words to the reporter were spoken 
almost in a whisper, as he said: “T 
would gladly give my life today, could 
I. by doing so, bring Mabel back from 
the grave.” 


A YOUNG FORGER. 


L. J. Laird, Jr., on Trial for Obtain- 
ing Money Fraudalently. 


L. J. Laird, Jr., appeared yesterday 
before Judge Smith in Department One 
for trial on a charge of forgery. The 
complaint alleges that Laird passed a 
check for $25 on the California Bank of 
this city, signed by A. B. Clark. The 
young fellow got very sorrowful in 
court yesterday at the mention of his 
parents by the attorney for the defense, 
and his brimming eye and quivering 
lip told how it stung to think of the 
effect the news of his disgrace would 
have on the old folks at home. 

Laird comes from very respectable 
parents in Atlanta, Ga., but his failing 
for liquor has not only driven him away 
from a good home, but caused him to

Charles Sears, who was recently con- 
victed om two separate charges of 
burglary one committed,.on the house 
of Mrs. Caery and the other on the 
house of Mrs. Masset, appeared for sem- 
tence before Judge Smith yesterday 
mocrning in Department One. Sears 
stole clothing in each instance, one 
time taking the trunk in which the 
stolen property was contained. Sears 
told a very flimsy tale of his great good 
fortune in finding all the stolen goods 
while going his usual rounds in search 
of junk. 

When the usual motion for a new 
trial on statutory grounds had been 
filed by Sears’s attorney and denied by 
the court, the defendant was ordered 
to stand up, and the informations were 
read to him. As Sears had no legal 
reason why sentence should not be pro- 
nounced upon him, Judge Smith sen- 
tenced him to five years’ imprisonment 
in Folsom in each case, the second sen- 
terice to begin at the end of the first. 
Sears took his medicine without visible 
emotion. 


FOR BREACH OF CONTRACT. 


The Los Angeles Electric Company 
Brings Suit Against Charles Bager. 
A suit was filed yesterday in Justice 

Young’s court by the Los Angeles 

Electric Company against Charles 

Bauer for $200 alleged to be due for 

breach of contract. The complaint al- 

leges that Bauer, who was the pro- 
prietor of the Anheuser saloon at No.

OFFICIAL ADVERTISING. 


A member of the city government 
was recently criticising the method in 
which the official advertising of the 
municipality is let. Bids are called for, 
and the contract is awarded to the low- 
est bidder, irrespective of the circula- 
tion, character, standing and influence 
of the papers which compete for 
the work. This is just as if the city 
should invite bids for barley, or bacon, 


‘or cement, or any other supplies, with- 


out making any stipulation as to the 
quality, awarding the contract to the 
lowest bidder in every case. Such a 
proposition would manifestly be ab- 
surd, but it is not a whit less absurd 
than to make no discrimination pbe- 
tween the circulation of papers in 
which advertisements are inserted. The 
value of newspaper advertising depends 
entirely upon the number, char- 
acter and intelligence of persons 
who read the advertisements, or, in 
other words, upon the circulation of the 
paper in which they are printed. Other- 
wise, the New York Herald would be 
expected to charge the same rate for 
advertising as the Boyle Heights Crite- 
rion. It cannot be expected that a 
paper of large circulation, having its 
columns full of good-paying advertise- 
ments, should be able to compete witha 
moribund sheet that is glad to pad out 
its pages with any description of mat- 
ter, and will accept advertisements for 
a little more than the cost of setting up 
the type. 

The Councilman referred to men- 
ttoned several recent instanees where 
the city was unmistakably out and in- 
jured by this unbusinesslike method 
of letting advertising contracts. A call 
for gravel was advertised in an evening 
paper of limited circulation, which now 


_ holds the contract, and failed to elicit 


a single reply, for the reason that no- 
body having gravel to sell had seen it. 
This Councilman said he was sure that 
had the advertisement been published 
in a paper of wide circulation they 
would have received a dozen or more 
offers. Again, a few days later, a call 
was published for hay which brought 
only three replies, and these from pro- 
fessional bidders who had not seen the 
notice in the paper, but kept themselves 
informed regarding such contracts. 
Had this notice been printed where it 
would have been seen by the general 
public, there would have been a large 
number of bids, and the city would 
have saved several hundred dollars. 

Municipal contracts for advertising 
should be based on circulationg just as 
contracts for supplies of all descrip- 
tions are based on quality. 


Representative Woodman of Chicago 
recently introduced a bill in the House 
increasing the internal revenue tax on 
cigarettes from 50 cents to $50 per 
thousand. It is not likely that the 
bill will become a law. If it should 
pass, it would probably be declared in- 
valid by the courts or repealed at the 
next succeeding session. The proposed 
tax is so obviously excessive that it 
would defeat the purpose for which it 
is intended. There are worse vices 
than smoking cigarettes. In the opin- 
ion of many well-informed persons, 
cigar-smoking is worse, while exces- 
sive tea and.coffee drinking, if the 
truth were known, is probably respon- 
sible for more ill-health than cigarette- 
smoking. If Mr. Woodman's bill were 


to go into effect as law, the govern- 
ment would lose the reveune which it 
now derives from the manufacture of 
cigarettes, while smokers would roll 
their own cigarettes and continue to 


smoke as usual.

IMMIGRATION OF ILLITEPRATES 


Unexpected opposition’ to the immi- 
gration bill developed in the House, 
and it is also announced that President 
Cleveland will probably veto the meas- 
ure should it reach him. The most im- 
portant feature of the original bill was 
a provision that no immigrant should 
be permitted to land in the United 


States unless he were abfe to read and | 


write in at least one language. It 
seems incredible that so reasonable 
and so manifestly wise a provision 
should have met with opposition in 
Congress or anywhere else. It em- 
bodied a principle which has been long 
and freely discussed from one end of 
the country to the other, and which 
has the approval of four-fifths of the 
American people, including the better 
class of citizens of foreign birth. Yet, 
Strange as it seems, this very provision 
of the bill was the one which excited 
most, if not all, of: the opposition to 
the measure in Congress. After dis- 
cussion and amendment the bill was 
sent to a joint conference committee, 
and on Tuesday the report of the com- 
mittee was agreed to in the House by 
an overwhelming majority. It is be- 
lieved that the Senate will also agree 
to the conference report, in which 
event President Cleveland will have an 
opportunity to carry out his reported 
intention to veto the measure. — 


The plea of those who opposed the 
bill in the House was that if it became 
a law it would operate to “separate 
husband and wife’ and to “break up 
families.” Representative Kiefer of 
Minnesota waxed eloquent and pathetic 
in picturing the terrible effects of the 
bill if it should become a law. He 
drew a vivid, not to say heart-rending 
picture, in these pregnant words: 


“The man is well educated. He can 
read and write in his mother tongue. 
but his wife, like many of the peasantry 
of the old country, may not have en- 
joyed those advantages. She is an ex- 
cellent housewife and is in every way 
capable of being with her husband to 
bring up the family. The husband 
passes the inspection; he reads afd 
writes the:slip upon which is printed 
the twenty-five words required to be 
read taken from the Constitution of 
the United States of America, which 
is itself a guaranty to liberty all over 
the known world, and under the pro- 
visions of which we as a country are 
known and recognized as the greatest 
nation on earth. 

“His wife, with the flush of youth 


‘and health upon her cheeks, cannot 


read the long and to her unmeaning 
words as she looks at them in cold 
print. What is the result? The hus- 
band and father is permitted to land, 
and the wife, almost heart-broken 
and discouraged, is compelled to return 
to the land whence she came. 


“Mr. Speaker, this indeed is inhuman 
treatment. It is on a plane almost 
equal to that of slavery, where fami- 
lies were often broken up.” 

All of which, though very touching, 
is demagogic rot. The United States 
wants no immigrants who cannot read 
and write, at least in their own lan- 
guage. In a case like the one above 
pictured, the husband need not neces- 
sarily be separated from his family, 
for he could return with them to the 
land from whence he came. It will 
occur to the average citizen, moreover, 
that intending immigrants could with 
a little perseverance learn to read and 
write at least the few words required 
by the provisions of this bill. 

But the conference committee’s re- 
port so modified the provisions of the 
bill as to allow the illiterate wives and 
children of immigrants to remain in the 
country, and in that form it may meet 
the approval of the President. The ad- 
mission of illiterate women and chil- 
dren is not so bad as the admission of 
illiterate men; for in only two or three 
States can the women become voters, 
and there is a fair presumption that 
the children, or some of them at least, 
will acquire education in this coun- 
try. But even Grover Cleveland will 
hardly contend that it is wise to allow 
the unrestricted immigration of illiter- 
ate men, who can in a short time be- 
come voters. A large proportion of 
our social and industrial ills have come 
upon us because of the heavy influx 
of immigrants of this kind in the past: 
and our prisons and almshouses are 
bursting with inmates of this class. 
It is time to call an emphatic halt.

RELIEF FOR THE UNEMPLOYED. 


The need for some practical plan of 
furnishing employment for the unem- 
ployed is generally recognized by in- 
telligent citizens in this community. 
The formulation of such a plan is at- 
tended with some difficulties, which are 
not, Tur believes, insurmount- 
able. Some of the necessary steps to- 
ward the consummation of such a plan, 
as has already been outlined, and which 
has met with favor, are these, substan- 
tially: 

1. The raising of a fund, by popu- 
lar subscriptions, of, say, $15,000, and 
‘as much more’ as could be secured for 
the purpose. 

2. The placing of this fund in the 
hands of a board of three (or five) 
trustees, for its propef disbursement. 
These trustees should be practical, re- 
liable, alert, well-known business men, 
of character and understanding. They 
might be appointed by a joint meeting 
of citizens, members of the Chamber 
of Commerce and of the Board of 
Trade. It should be made their duty 
to receive and disburse the moneys 
contributed, to procure employment 
for the worthy unemployed, to fix 
wages, and to act in conjunction with 
the City Council in the employment of 
laborers to work on the streets and in 
the public parks. 

3. In fixing the rate of wages, let 
the applicants be divided into classes, 
based upon the earning capacity of 
those employed. Some men are capa- 
ble of earning more than others, and 
cognizance should be taken of these 
individual differences. The weak and 
inefficient should not be turned away 
because they are unable to perform as 
much work as their stronger and more 
capable brothers, neither should they 
be paid the same rate of wages. 

4. The City Council has no right to 
appropriate money for charitable pur- 
poses, and must get an equivalent for 
the expenditure of public funds; but 
it can coéperate with citizens in a 
movement of the kind here suggested, 
paying a reasonable amount of money 
for a given equivalent in labor, meas- 
ured by some just standard. 

The above is offered as a practical 
suggestion. Tue Times does not at- 
tempt in this article to formulate a 
detailed and specific plan of relief, but 
rather to throw out a few timely ideas 
in the hope that they may be taken 
up and acted upon in such manner as 
to afford practical and speedy relief 
to the many deserving men in our 
midst who want work, not alms. This 
paper will cordially coéperate with any 
feasible plan, no matter by whom 
originated, for the accomplishment of 
this desirable end. 

In the division of applicants for 
work into three or more classes, it 
hardly need be said that no advantage 
is to be taken of the necessities of 
those who apply. There are many men 
who, from physical disability or other 
cause, are unable to earn*a full day’s 
work. There are some who are able 
to earn scarcely more than their food 
and shelter, whose necessities are even 
more pressing than those of their more 
vigorous and capable brothers. It 
should be the duty of the proposed 
board of trustees to justly discriminate 
in such cases, and, in short, to pay 
each preson employed according to his 
ability. The purpose should be to af- 
ford the greatest good to. the greatest 
number, and’ to relieve the necessities 
of all the honest, worthy and needy, 
so far as possible. : 

It would be feasible for the trustees, 
acting in conjunction with the Council 
and the Street Superintendent, to agree 
to furnish so much labor for so much 
money, the city paying for the labor 
what it is worth. In many cases pri- 
vate employers could contract with the 
trustees’ for a stipulated amount of 


labor. 

It might be feasible, also, to estab- 
lish a rock-crushing plant, in which 
many could be employed at piece-work, 
or at so much per ton. The railroads 
would, no doubt, bé willing to haul the 
rock at a low rate, and it could be 
utilized to the best advantage in the 
construction of roads in the city and 
contiguous territory. 

Some such plan as that above, hastily 
outlined, if safeguarded by intelligent 
and careful methods, would undoubt- 
edly prove successful in relieving the 
immediate and pressing necessities of 
a large number of deserving men. It 
will be absolutely necessary, in order 
to insure the success of the plan, that 
it be placed in the hands of sound, 
well-known, intelligent men, who have 
the confidence of the community, in ad- 
dition to having time to give to the 
work, and the zeal which will neces- 
sarily be one of the essentials of suc- 
cess. A clear-cut, practical and def- 
inite plan, if formulated and made 
known, would deserve and receive the 
confidence and support of the public. 
Liberal and public-spirited men will 
put money in an enterprise which 
promises such practical and beneficial] 
results, 

There is plenty of work to be done 
in and about Los Angeles, and the 
men who have work to do are willing 
to employ the men who need work, at 
such wages as they can earn. Fair 
and reasonable rates, once established, 
should be backed up by the Council 
and public opinion, notwithstanding 
the howlings of demagogues and agita- 
tors, who misrepresent facts and dis- 
tort existing conditions to subserve 
their own selfish purposes. It is not 
the worthy unemployed who are howl- 
ing for “two dollars a day or nothing,” 
but the walking delegates and the 
cheap demagogues, who labor less with 
the horny hand than with the callous 
jaw. 

Tue Tres believes that a plan for- 
mulated upon the lines above indi- 
caetd would reach the necessities of 
the occasion, and at the same time 
would result in permanent and lasting 
benefit, not only to the unemployed, 
but to the community at large. Hu- 
manity and justice alike demand that 
some action in this direction should 
be taken, and taken promptly. The 
aim should be, not to take advantage 
of the necessities of the needy, but to 


relieve their distress, so far as possible, 


and to afford them reasonable oppor- 
tunities to improve their condition. 


Mrs. Bradley-Martin can congratu- 
late herself on giving the best adver- 
tised ball ever given in the United 
States, and, when the expenses are 
totalled up, the important matter of 
advertising will be conspicuous by its 
absence. If Mrs. Martin ever gets 
broke all she has to do is to keep that 
part of it to herself and give another 
ball like this. She can then charge $100 
per ticket for gentleman and lady and 
make “a*bar’l o’ money.”

AT THE PLAYHOUSES. 


LOS ANGELES THEATER. Suder- 
manh, the Gérman playwright, in the 
drama of “Magda” opens the door to 
a closet which cloaks a skeleton. He 


does not merely set the door ajar, leav- | 


ing the peering populace to see but 
fitful glimpses of the wneanny bit 
that lurks im the shadow, but with a 
hand he flings it wide open 
and reveals ¢he spectacle in all its 
earthy repulsiveness and under a 
white glare as of the sun it is set 
out to the sight of men, and then, with 
masterly speech, he tells the story of 

Magda is no uncommon character, as 
the world goes in these modern times. 
‘There are other homes in the land like 
the one in which Maj. Schubert was 
the censor and the autocrat, and there 
are other Magdas than she whom Sud- 
ermann’s genius has made a moving 
and palpable presence. And as we 
think of this Miss Anonyma who to- 
day dominates a world of her own, 
well may that other world of the 
home and the family look to the pow- 
erful lesson this powerful play, and 
profit by its teachings. Is the game 
that women are playing in the broad 
and open field of individual endeavor 
worth the candle? Is it worth the 
while for girls gently reared and 
trained to the teachings of virtuous 
mothers to cut loase from the ties of 
home and fly afield where freedom is, 
where sets the primrose paths of lov- 
ing dalliance—where, indeed, for art’s 
sake or for ambition’s sake the sober 
teachings of duty and purity and wom- 
anliness are forgotten or neglected 
that the individual -may “carve out a 
future?” Is it not probable that in 
this “carving out” process the person 
most at interest may find that the 
weapon with which the deed is to be 
accomplished is sharpened only at a 
loss of something of far greater mo- 
ment than is the most exalted station, 
if it be achieved at a loss of self-re- 
respect? These are the thoughts that 
a play with the motif and the moving 
power of “Magda” call forth, and in 
that is its usefulmess—to make men 
and women stop a bit and think it 
over. 

Sudermann has proven in this play 
his mastery as a dramatic writer, as 
well as his capacity as a vivisectionist 
of the emotions. He does not use the 
quieting application of “convention- 
ality’ in treating his subject, but he 
outs with the lancet and carves deep, 
let the blood drip where it may. He 
sees life with a penetrating pair of 
eyes, and they act as a powerful mi- 
croscope to the student of the pas- 
sions, for they reval a world in which 
there are human heart beats, a world 
of life as it is lived by men and 
women when the blinds are open, and 
all the walls are glass. 

It was in this great play of the Ger- 
man dramatist that Helena Modjeska 
was for a second time revealed to a 
home audience last night. That ¢he 
impersonation was grand and moving; 
replete with emphatic touches of gen- 
ius; powerful in its impressions and 
brilliant.with those artistic embellish- 
ments which this great acress knows 
so well how to employ in ¢he drawing 
of character, need not be dwelt upon 
here. Modjeska’s fame was made se- 
cure years ago and the records of ter 
triumphs have been set down upon the 


‘printed page by the pens of the world’s 


greatest critics. Time deals kindly 
with this queen of the dramatic stage, 
and her Magda of today is just as 
strong and impressive as was the Ca- 
mille and the Adrienne Lecouvreur of 
her earliest American appearances. 
Modjeska’s Magda is not a wanton of 
the Carmenesque, type, she is, on the 
contrary, a woman wikh a powerful 
will, inherited from a stern father, 
who has gone out intothe world in the 
heyday of youth—careless gay, in- 
souciant and thoughtless—and al- 
though she may deserve to suffer for 
the acts of a wanton, one feels like 
saying, when seeing her writh under 
the steady gaze of her old father, who 
would draw from her innermost heart 
its secrets: “He who is without sin 
let him cast ¢he first stone.”

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—[Special 
Dispatch.] As far as known, today’s 
talk in the Harbor Board did not reach 
an expression of individual opinion as 
to the merits of either harbor on any of 
the feature which are to decide the 
question. Admiral Walker does not ex- 
pect a decision will be reached easily. 
He said today it might take two months 
for the commission to thorouoghly fre- 
view the testimony taken during the 
six week’s hearing at Los Angeles and 
the observations made on the occa- 
sions of the visits to San Pedro and 
Santa Monica. Every member of the 
commission has made elaborate per- 
sonal notes, which must be taken into 
consideration, as well gas the record 
made by stenographers of the testi- 
mony of engineers and others. 

The Secretary of War does rot antici- 
pate, however, that more than a couple 
of weeks will be occupied in the con- 
sideration, and expects that the report 
will be ready for him before the close 
of the present month, that it may be 
sent to Congress before the adjourn- 
ment of the present session. 

Friends of the chairman of the com- 
mission, who may reflect his feelings, 
or may not, are inclined to believe that 
San Pedro wil be chosen. This, they 
say, would be the natural result, as 
each official investigation by army en- 
gineers has been with one result, that 
San Pedro was recommonded. More 
than any cther factor, these persons 
maintain, is the fact that San Pedro 
may be fortified and defended, while 
Santa Monica does not afford such op- 
portunities.

WHEELMEN AND POLITICS 


THE GOOD ROADS MEETING OF 
THE LEAGUE. 


Wheelmen Advised to Go into Pol- 
ities te Secure Needed Legisia- 
tion—A Lively Contest Promised 
for the Presidency of the Or- 
ganization. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

ALBANY (N. /Y.,) Feb.. 10.—The 
wheelmen are congregated here today 
to attend the L.A.W. assembly. Al- 
though many States were represented, 
the full complement of delegatés is not 
expected before tomorrow. The New 
York delegates, who are for Isaac B. 
Potter for president, caucused today 
mainly to show other factions that they 
still retain an unbroken front. Potter 
supporters have a trump card in the 
form of a circular aimed against James 
Dunn of Massillon, O., president of the 
league in 1890-1, now a candidate for of- 
fice under the McKinley adminstra- 
tion. The document sets forth that 
Dunn asked Chief Consul Potter to use 
his office for securing the election of 
McKinley, which Potter flatly refused 
Westerners will also caucus today. The 
cenvention was called to order by Pres- 
ident Elliott, who, after a few remarks, 
turned the meeting over to Chairman 
Potter of the Good Roads Committee, 
who immediately introduced Lieut.- 
Gov. Woodruff, who made an address 
of welcome. Benjamin I. Cohen of 
Portland, Or., was introduced as_ the 
first speaker on good roads. Cohen said 
that Oregon is doing great work in 
that direction. They Had used river 
gravel for roads and it met al re- 
quirements County commissioners were 
zealous of promoting the work, and a 
bill had been introduced in the Legis- 
lature to give county courts full power 
in the matter and compel delinquent 
taxpayers to work out the amounts due 
on the roads. He said that the Road 
Club, of 711 mebers, had been instru- 
mental in getting great improvements 
in Portland. 

W. E. McClintock, a member of the 
Massachusetts Highway Commission, 
was the next speaker. He said that 
when Massachusetts started. the good 
roads movement, strenuous opposition 
was made by the farmers, but since 
the system had been in working order 
there was a change of sentiment, and 
now the farmers can be counted on to 
do anything to promote improvement 
on highways. 

Hon. A. R. Choate of Minneapolis 
was the principal speaker at the after- 
noon session of the good-roads meet- 
ing. Highway legislation was the sub- 
ject of his remarks. He declared that 
one law—that permitting farmers to 
work out their road tax, instead of pay- 
ing it in money—was, probably, respon- 
sible for more bad roads than any other 
law, and at the same time he be- 
lieved it was more generally in force 
in the United States than any other 
road law. He said there was not a 
more vicious law in existence. In con- 
clusion Mr. Choate urged the L.A.W. 
to enter politics, adding: “Political in- 
fluence is a great thing if we want to 
secure legislation for good roads.”’ 

James Owen of Newark, N. J., fol-. 
lowed with a talk historical of the 
good-roads movement. 

The evening meeting, at which mem- 
bers of the Legislature were to have 
spoken, was abandoned in recognition 
of the executive reception held by Gov. 


CUBAN BONDS SOLD. 


FIFTEEN MILLION DOLLARS?’ 
WORTH DISPOSED OF.

Many Concessions Granted—Sure 
Signs That the War Will Be 
Pushed tod the End — Spanish 
Troops Led into Ambush, ; 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.} 

CHICAGO, Feb. 10.—The . Journal 
states ¢hat Cuban bonds to the ex- 
tent of over $15,000,000 have been se- 
cretly issued and disposed of in the 
United States and elsewhere during the 
past twelve months. 

The greatest precaution has been 
exercised by the junta in ¢he handling 
of the securities for the weason that 
until very recently it has been a ques- 
tion whether the issuing of bonds of 
the Republic of Cuba was a violation 
of international law. The conclusion 
having been arrived at ¢hat the course 
pursyed is lawful and cannot be in- 
terfered with, the fact of the bond is- 
sue is now made public, and the se- 
curities will be placed’ on open sale 
in all of the principal cities of the 
United States and Europe. These 
bonds are payable in gold ten years 
after the evacuation of the island by 
the Spanish forces. The price has 
been mostly a sentimental one. Some 
of the bonds have sold as high as 51. 
The asking price is 50. 

Besides the bonds a large number of 
concessions have been sold. hese 
concessions consist of exclusive priv- 
ileges for importing certain’ lines of 
merchandise, deductions in duties, 
land grants and other privileges of va- 
rious kinds. 

All these concessions, as well as the 
bonds, depend for their value solely 
upon ¢he independence of Cuba. The 
sale of bonds, it is claimed, bears out 
the junta’s constant assertion that no 
overtures looking toward peace, ex- 
cept on a basis of absolute independ- 
ence of the island will be emtertained. 

SPANIARDS AMBUSHED. 

CINCINNATI, Feb. 10.—The Com- 
mercial Tribune’s special from Tampa, 
Fla., says: Two couriers from Rivera’s 
army who passed through here today 
en route for New York, told Cubans 
here of a victory near Mariel last 
week. Capt. Blanta of Rivera's body 
guard was out scouting with 200 men 
when he was ambushed by 500 Spanish 
under Col. Berio, stationed at Mariel. 
Capt. Blanta was wounded at the first 
fire and two of his officers were killed. 
‘The Cubans retreated. Blanta cun- 
ningly led the Spaniards a wild chase. 
All at once over 500 insurgents arose 
iby the roadside as the Spaniards came 
along and delivered a deadly volley at 
short range. The Spanish officers 
vainly attempted to rally them, but it 
was of no use. The rout was utter, 
the Cubans pursuing them nearly to 
Mariel. The Cubans lost 56 men, while 
some 75 dead Spaniards were counted 
on the field, and over 150 wounded. 

SANGUILLY’S RELEASE. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 10.—A Herald dis- 
patch from Washington says Spain has 
promised to release Julio Sanguilly, 
sentenced in Cuba to life imprisonment 
for conspiracy against the government. 
Secretary Olney has received from 
Madrid an answer to the representa- 
tions he made through Minister Taylor 
several weeks ago, the effect of which 
is given above. When Spain will put 
her promise into execution cannot be 
learned, but the authorities hope that 
the date is not far distant. Mr. Olney’s 
representations were made in view of 
all the circumstances in the case, es- 
pecially of the long imprisonment al- 
ready suffered by Sanguilly. Under the 
conditions of his pardon, Sanguilly will 
be required to leave the island and‘not 
return until the present war is termi- 
nated. 

BETANCOURT EXPELLED. 

HAVANA, Feb. 10.—Dr. Caspar 
Betancourt, the American dentist, who 
was released from prison on Monday 
evening, has been expelled from Cuba 
He leaves here on the steamer Mas- 


cotte, with Sefior Inocencio Irago, a po- 
litical offender, and Pantaleona and 
Castilla, two colored men, who have 
also been expelled.

Sent to an Asylum for Presuming 
to Have a Monopoly on Aerial 
Transportation — Two Basinesa- 
men Invent a Flying Machine.

OAKLAND, Feb. 10.—Tokichi Haya- 
shi, a Japanese student, was declared 
insane and sent to the Ukiah asylum 
yesterday by Judge W. EB. Greene. His 
case is one of the most remarkable in 
the local courts. Hayashi believes that 
he is the inventor o fall the air-ships 
that soared the air a few months ago, 
and attributes his violence to the fact 
that they were all stolen from him. He 
thinks the entire fleet of air-ships is 
controlled by one man who exercises an 
evil control over him and robs him of 


his mental power at will. 

He defended himself in good English, 
told Judge Greene that the evidence did 
not warrant sending him to the asylum, 
and protested against all the proceed - 
ings. He even objected to the Stockton 
asylum, and while he ‘had no preference 
among the other asylums, said he did 
not want to go to that particular one. 
The court changed the order commit- 
ting him to Stockton and made it 
Ukiah. 

Hayashi came here a few years ago 
and worked to pay his way through 
the schools. He is 24 years old and has 
always been a very bright scholar. 

AND THERE ARE OTHERS. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 10.—Leon- 
ard E. Clawson and Adam Beck, two 
well-known business men, believe they 
have solved the problem of aerial navi- 

ation. They have made application 
or patents on the device which they 
. think will overcome the obstacles that 
have heretofore resisted the efforts of 
inventors, and are at work on the con- 
struction of an air-ship or flying ma- 
chine embodying the principles they 
have studied out. 

e machine now in progress of con- 
struction consists essentially of four 
rods each, twenty feet long, parallel to 
each other, working on ball bearings in 
@ well-braced framework supporting 
the motive power and steering appa- 
ratus below. On each of these rods 
are a series of double wings constructed 
of a steel wire framework over which 
silk is stretched. These are 80 ar- 
ranged in relation to each other that 
when one wing is rising open the other 
is descending closed and also maintains 
the balance of the machine. Thus half 
the wings are at eyery instant pressing 
downward, while the other half are 
rising, but not pressing upward. Should 
the motive power. fail for any reason 
the entire wing surface instantly forms 
parachute. 

A machine twenty feet long and with 
@ bearing surface six feet wide, it is 
believed, cam be made to raise a weight 
of 600 pounds, one occupant alone sup- 
plying the motive power. The machine 
now being built will be in its mechani- 
coal construction strictly up to date. 
The manufacturers believe that such 
machines in quantites could be built 
for $100.

Pen Cannot Describe not Artist De- 


pict the Grandeur of the 
Occasion. 


FANCY LOST IN AMAZEMENT. 


PEOPLE CROSSED THE CONTINENT 
TO ENJOY IT.

Right Hundred Guesta Entertained 
a Manner That Begaars De- 
scription—Everything Passed 
Off Smoothly. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRF.) 

NEW YORK, Feb. 10.—Beautiful be- 
yond description was the ball masque 
of Mrs. Bradley-Martin tonight. Col- 
umns have been written about the af- 
fair and pictures drawn, but the fancy 
of the reporter and the artist did not 
picture scenes one-half as lovely as 
Were presented in the Waldorf. 

For weeks Mrs. Martin has worked in 
the preparation of the sumptuous af- 
fair. Her efforts were richly rewarded. 
The bitter criticisms hurled at her were 
forgotten and the hundreds who were 
present vied in making her the hap- 
piest woman in America. 

The decorations throughout the Wal- 
dorf were exquisite. American Beauty 
roses, lilies and the rarest of imported 
blossoms, with vines and palms, were 
intertwined in a marvelously beautiful 
scheme. 

Never in New York has a greater flo- 
ral display been made at a ball. Tiny 
electric lights and mirrors were used 
in a bewildering and artistic manner,,. 
all combining to transform the already. 
beautiful hotel to an enchanting fairy 
house. 

The arrangements for the ball were 
tested to their fullest but with exoel- 
lent good fortune they were equal to 
every emergency. Thousands of men 
and women crowded the streets’ around 
the hotel, but the police kept them 
moving and no conflicts or excitement 
of any kind resulted. Detectives 
swarmed in and around the house to 
prevent trouble, but their presence was 
not needed. 

The costumes were exquisite. All the 
great men and women of the last three 
centuries were represented. Arrayed 
in raiment costly beyond the dream of 
the originals, were the men and women 
who appeared tonight as ladies and 
gentlemen of the olden periods. 

At midnight the great ball was at its 
height. All society was there gathered 
to portray the regal splendor of past 
centuries. The great ballroom of the 
Waldorf, beautiful with a wealth of 
roses and fragrant flowers, was then a 
scene of grandeur never before equalled 
in this country. Courtiers of old, from 
every clime, mingled with grand dames 
and ladies, kings and queens, princes 
and princesses, but here and there the 
old spirit of loyalty had manifested 
itself in the presence of colonial men 
and women of old and quaint ways in 
America. 

Great social functions of the past in 
this city were eclipsed: even the mem- 
orable Vanderbilt ball of “1883, with 
which since then all other affairs have 
seemed to suffer in comparison. For 
lavish expenditure, for artistic decora- 
tions and surroundings, for a reflection 
of the most picturesque episodes in 
Old World history and. as a gathering 
of the fairest and richest in the New 
World life the ball ‘tonight marked an 
epech. It was more than mile post 
in New York’s history; it was the event 
of a decade. 

Months of preparation and the out- 
lay of hundreds of thousands of dollars 
were exhausted in five hours. It was 
very fashionable. Men and women 
traveled across the continent for the 
honor of being present. 

As many as fifty dinners preceded 
the affair. Every coterie that makes 
up swelldom had a dinner. Those who 
were going to the ball appeared in their 
fancy gowns, that cost thousands of 
dollars, and which they will wear but 
once, and in their jewels. After the 
dinner their friends were invited in 
to admire, and after the friends came 
the photographer, in order that the 
beauty and the gorgeousfiess of it all 
should not be lost in future genera- 
tions. 

Arrangements for receiving the 
guests as they arrived were nearly as 
perfect as could be. The guests 
alighted from their carriages at No. 
13 West Thirty-third street, which is 
the private residence of Manager Bolat 
of the hotel, and went directly to the 
second floor of the hotel, where sixty 
apartments had been set aside as 
dressing-rooms. The guests re- 
ceived by Mrs. Bradley-Martin in the 
small ballroom. 

The scheme of decorations in this 
room was that of the time of Louis 
XV, ,and before the dais passed the 
co erfeit presentments of all the 

inent people of that ¢ima to 
WWingle In picturesque confusion ‘in 
scenes of other days. After being re- 
ceived by the hostess. who, stood upon 
a raised dais under a canopy of rare 
tapestry, the guests passed through a 
flower-lined corridor directly into the 
large ballroom. In the early portion 
of the evening dancing in the main 
ballroom on the first floor was general. 
but it was not until all the guests had 
aid their respects to Mrs. Bradley- 
fartin and she had been escorted to 
the ballroom proper ¢hat the fancy 
dress ball was formally opened. 

In the small gallery were members of 
the Twenty-second Regiment Band and 
the Hungarian Band. The music sud- 
dently stopped, for just a moment, to 
be broken by a flourish of trumpets 
as Mrs. Bradley-Martin and her es- 
cort, John Jacob Astor, entered the 
room. A moment later they had taken 
their places at the head of the room. 
and. there was another flourish of 
trumpets which ¢old that the quadrille 
ad’honneur, arranged by Mrs. William 
Astor, was about to open. The form- 
ing for the first figure, “The Salute.” 
was like the turning of pages of his- 
tory. The characters gathered from 
all sections of the room. There was 
Mrs. Bradiey-Martin wearing a Marie 
Stuart costumé, copied from an old 
plate of that Queen's time: Mrs. John 
Jacob Astor in a Louis VI court cos- 
tume: Townsend Martin as a cavalier 
of the’ court of Louis XIII, and Mrs. 
Henry Lohr in Louis XIV court cos- 
tume. 

From another section of the room 
came Mrs. Orme Wilson, looking pic- 
turesque in a Louis XVI court dress of 
white and silver brocade, which fol- 
lowed the elaborate designs of the 
period, and Mrs. Whitney Warren 
wearing a costume of pale blue bro- 
cade silk after the style of the time 
of Louis XV.

“COMBATIVE COUSINS. 


COMPLICATED CASE OF FOOK TIA 
AND YUEN WO, 


Fook Eloped with a High-priced 
Wife, and Took Two Shots at 
the Agent of the Lady’s Hus- 
band, 


Two Chinamen reported at the police sta- 
tion last evening that Fook Tia, the little 
Chinaman who is charged with firing two 
shots at Yuen Wo early in November, had 
returned to the city. 

Fook Tia drew a revolver one afternoon on 
Apablasa street and shot twice at his cousin 
at close range. According to the first rule of 
Chinese marksmanship, he missed his man, 
although he was near enough to fill Yuen 
Wo's face with powder, which was picked out 
at the Receiving Hospital. 

Fook Tia left the city immediately and was 
not heard of until last night. He was ar- 
rested on an old warrant about 9 o'clock last 
night by Officers McGraw and Williams at 
Ah Fong's store on Marchessault street, and 
was locked up in the City Jail. 

Some of Fook Tia’s friends wanted to fur- 
nish bail for him at once, but finally decided 
to wait until his appearance in court today. 

One of them had an ingenious story to tell 
about the assault. He said the two China- 
men were cousins. Fook Tia was industrious 
and saving in his habits, while Yuen Wo 
was lazy and had a large family to support. 
As a result, the old fellow made a regular 


practice of bleeding his thrifty ‘relation, and 


had gone so far on one occasion as to strike 
him several times in the face with his fists, 
when further contributions were refused. In 
order to frighten Yuen Wo, it is explained, 
Fook Tia shot over his head twice and the 
old man ran-away. The difficulty was ad- 
justed by the payment of “‘big money,’’ and 
they have lived as cousins should live ever 
since. The friends of. the arrested man pro- 
fess to be ignorant of the cause of Yuen Wo’'s 
reopening the controversy and are surprised 
at his conduct in ronewing the old trouble. 
They say he wants more money, and that, if 
he = paid enough, he will drop the matter 
again. 

Other Chinamen who are not mixed up in 
the affair tell still another story. They say 
that a cousin of Yuen Wo, who lives in San 
Francisco, bought a young wife some time 
ago for $1500. Before many months young 
Fook Tia chanced along, carried off by 
elopement or other devices the high-priced 
wife, and brought her to this city. The 
cheated husband in San Francisco wrote at 
once to his southern cousin, Yuen Wo, urg- 
ing his to expostulate with Fook Tia about 
his reprehensible conduct and to bargain for 
his wife’s return. It was after one of the 
conferences arranged with this purpose that 
a quarrel arose, in the course of which the 
victorious Fook Tia drew a revolver and fired 
two shots at close quarters at the agent of 
his wife's first husband.

BRIBERY CHARGED. 


JUSTICE PATTERSON OF SAN 


PEDRO UNDER ARREST. 


-- 


Attorneys Allege That He Took a 
Bribe in Cold Cash to Decide a 
Criminal Case.

PATTERSON DENIES THE STORY. 


W. H. SAVAGE MADE A PUBLIC AC- 
CUSATION ON THE STREET. 


Peter M. Baum is the Man Who Says 
He Saw Poggi Hand the Coin to 
the Judge and Heard the 
Bargain Made, 


Yesterday morning W. H. Savage, an 
attorney in San Pedro, and A. M. Pat- 
terson, a justice of the peace in that 
town, met on the street and said some 
bitter things, one against the other. 
Savage accused Patterson of having re- 
ceived $150 t6 dismiss a case against 
Rafael Poggi, charged by A. W. Sepul- 
veda with assault with intent to com- 
mit murder. Patterson, without deign- 
ing to reply, turned and walked away. 
H. Savage afterward said he based 
his accusation on a statement made to 
him by Peter M. Baum, an attorney 
who has lived for a short time in San 
Pedro. 

P. M. Baum, when seen by a Times 
man, said: “W. H. Savage and myself 
were employed as attorneys for the de- 
fendant Poggi. While the case was 
pending, about January 18, Justice Pat- 
terson came to me and said he did not 
like Savage and wanted him (Savage) 
not to be in the case. Patterson told 
me that if I did not have Savage dis- 
charged: from the case he (Patterson) 
would hold Poggi to answer before the 
Superior Court. . i 

At the suggestion of Patterson, I 
asked Poggi to discharge Savage from 
the case, and told Poggi my reason 
for it Poggi then discharged Savage 
from the case. After the examination 
and while the case was pending before 
Justice Patterson I was in a room 
in the rear of a place on Front street 
with Poggi and Pasterson. Poggi in 
my presence paid Patterson $150, say- 
ing he (Poggi) paid it for the purpose 
of getting him (Patterson) to dismiss 

@ case. Patterson accepted the 
money after hearing Poggi say the 
money was for that purpose.” 

Justice Patterson. when seen by a 
Times man and informed of the. state- 
ments that had been made regarding 
him, said: 

“I did not ask Baum to have Sav- 
age discharged, as attorney in the 
case. Baum said in open court that 
Savage had not acted in a gentlemanly 
manner toward Assistant District At- 
torney Williams, and he (Baum) 
wished he (Savage) would retire from 
the case A few minutes later Sav- 
age entered the courtroom, and said 
he would retire from the case. As- 
sistant District Attorney Williams and 
Mr. Sexton, the stenographer, were pres- 
ent at the time. The statement that 
I received $150 from Poggi to dismiss 
the case is absolutely untrue. I did 
not meet Poggi so as to speak with 
him from the time he was placed 
under arrest while in bed until now, 
save in open court. My dismissal of 
the case does not finally dispose of it. 
The same complaint can be sworn to 
before another justice, and the pro- 
ceedings may thereby be reopened at 
any time. The reason I did not reply 
to Savage this morning when he, on 
the street, accused me of receivin 

- $150 to dismiss the case, was that 
would not take his word for any- 
thing, be he drunk or sober,- but in 
this case he had been drinking.” 

Last night Justice Patterson was 
arrested upon a charge of bribery. W. 
H. Savage swore to the complaint 
charging that between January 18 and 
February 8, 1897, Patterson accepted a 
bribe of 8150 to decide in favor of the 
defendant in the case of the people 
against Poggi, charged with assault to 
commit murder. 

There have been rumors on the 
streets of San Pedro for several days 
that such action would be taken, but 
the denoument was a shock to the 
citizens, who have not thought that 
the rumors were true.

WORK FOR THE POOR. 


CHAMBER OF COMMERCE WILL AID 
THE UNEMPLOYED. 


Resolutions on Bills Now Pending 
Before the Legislatuare—Opposes 
Reduction of Street-car Fares. 
Letter Postage—Late Donations, 


Owing to the subjects under discus- 
sion at the regular meeting yesterday 
of the Chamber of Commerce board of 
directors, the session was one of un- 
usual interest. 

President Silver of the Council, Mrs. 
D. G. Stephens and Mrs. J. S. Slauson 
were given an audience by the board in 
the matter of the unemployed men:in 
the city whose families were in actual 
want, and who would be glad of any- 
thing to do at almost any living rate of 
wages. A plan had been ‘suggested 
whereby work could be found for some 
of them if the business mén of the oity 
could be induced to lend’ a hand... Pres- 
ident Silver, on the request of the 
board, explained the plan, which was 
that money should be subscribed to 
provide work on the streets at a low 
rate of wages, to give employment to 
those who were actually.in need. He 
urged that speedy action be taken, and 
the board decided to appoint a com- 
mittee to confer as soon as possible 
with committees from the other com- 
mercial bodies and see what could be 


done. 
The Committee on Law and Legisla- 
tion tendered the following resolution 
which was passed by unanimous vote: 
‘‘Whereas, a bill is now pending be- 
fore the Legislature of the State of 
California for the purpose of reducing 
street-car fares in the city of San Fran- 
cisco from 5 to 2% cents; and whereas, 
if said bill should become a_law it 
would impair the financial standing of: 
all street-car companies doing busi- 
ness in California and thus throw many 
people out, of employme and .mate- 
rially reduce the wagés. of others; 
therefore, be it 

“Resolved, that it is the sense of the 
board of directors of. the Chamber of 
Commerce of the city of Los Angeles 
that said bill should be defeated, and 
said board urges the members of both 
houses of ‘the Legislature to use all 
just means to defeat said bill.” 

The same committee also tendered 
the following resolution, which was 
passed by un&nimous vote: 

“Whereas, the so-called Loud Bill 
(House Bill 4566,) now pending before 
Congress, has passed the House of Rep- 
resentatives and is now in the hands of 
the Senate Committee on Postoffice and 
Post Roads; whereas, the said bill 
has been recommended by the Postmas- 
ter-General on the ground that it will 
cut off abuses now existing relative to 
the carriage of second-class mail mat- 
ter, and will hasten the coming of 
l-cent letter postage; therefore be it 

“Resolved, that it is the sense of the 
board of directors of the Chamber of 
Commerce of the city of Los Angeles, 
Cal., that the Senate’ Committee on 
Postoffice and Post. Roads promptly re- 
port said bill with a favorable recom- 
mendation that it become a law; also. 
that the Senators from California be 
requested to give said bill their hearty 
support.’’ 

The Committee on Ways and Means 
reported on several requests that had 
been received for assistance to pro- 
jects of advertising this section that it 
was contrary to the policy of the cham- 
ber to assist in individual enterprises 
and that the funds of the chamber 
were not in condition to admit of ex- 
ceptions to this rule.

COMMERCIAL. 

THE WHEAT OUTLOOK. North- 
western milling interests figure from 
now on that we will see a steady di- 
minution of the world’s «supplies, and 
the amount of wheat shipped to Europe 
will be less than their requiremenis. 
Consequently, the stocks in America 
and Europe will both go down. So, 
instead of our market being bullied, 
as it has been when we have sent large 
shipments to Europe, it will go higher 
the smaller our shipments over there, 
as it will demonstrate that we have 
not much to ship. 

WHAT IS “LIQUOR.” The Supreme 
Court of Georgia held, in the recent 
case of Chapman vs. The State, that 
a medicinal preparation capable of be- 
ing used as a beverage, and which cone- 
tains such a percentage of alcohol 
that if drunk to excess, it will produce 
intoxication, is within the meaning of 
an act which prohibits the sale of 
“spirituous, malt, or intoxicating 
liquors,”’ without taking out a special 
license, and this is true even though 
the same may contain certain other 
constituents which either separately 
or in conjunction with alcohol, possess 
useful medicinal properties, and that 
the sale of such a preparation with- 
out the prescribed license is unlawful, 
whether the vendor in making the 
sale intended that it should be used 
as a medicine or otherwise, and with- 
out reference to the purpose for which 
it was bought by the purchaser. 


CHEVALIER BARLEY. United 
States Consul Savage of Dundee, Scot- 
land, gives some interesting informa- 
tion for barley growers in a report pub- 
lished in the January number of the 
consular reports. He says: 

“A large brewer in Dundee informs 
me that he recently purchased a quan- 
tity of California “Chevalier” barley 

f the 1895 crop, for use in his business. 

e€ submitted a sample to me, which 
shows that the barley in question con- 
tains a number of half and split grains, 
which he claims is a common fault 
with American barley, and he informs 
me that in the process of making the 
barley into malt these half and split 
grains decay and cause mold, which, 
especially in mild weather, has a ten- 
dency to spread, and thus damage more 
or less the whole of the green malt 
on the growing floor. He further states, 
that, barring the defect referred to, 
the barley malted better than almost 
any other class of barley he has used, 
and that a London brewing expert, to 
whom he sent a sample, reported very 
highly in regard to the same. The 
price of California “‘Chevalier” on dock 
at Leith was $7.05 per 448 pounds, 
whereas, for English barley of not so 
oT quality, he is paying from $9.14 to 

73 free on board Dundee. It. will 
therefore be seen that, if this defect 
could be overcome, even at an increasd 
cost in the thrashing of the grain, 
by reason of exercising greater care. 
where I presume the damage is done, 
the American farmer would be able 
to ralize a higher price for his grain 
and also command a much more ex- 
tensive market.” 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 

BEET SUGAR .IN FRANCE. The 
United States Consul at Havre, in a 
recent report, gives some information 
in regard to the beet-ugar industry in 
France, which is of interest to those 
connected with the beet-sugar industry 
in California. The crop, he says, pays 
the farmer better than wheat or any 
other agricultural produce, and hence 
a large acreage is under beets. In 1894 
the area was 1,700,000 acres, and the 
production nearly 18,500,000 tons; or 
nearly eleven tong to the acre. Fifty 
to 60 per cent. of all this is used fo 
the production of sugar. 
ence of French cultivators is stated to 
be that the cost of growing an acre of 
beets is $10, omitting the cost of fer- 
tilizers, which is not always necessary 
to employ. It is said, too,

beet requires. The bounty paid on sugar 
exported from Germany has led to less 
activity in beet-sugar production .

The advan- | 
tage of beet cultivation is that there is! 


no waste; every part of the vegetable 
can be used in one way or another. 
The pulp, after the juice has been ex- 
pressed for sugar, is largely eaten by 
cattle, and is found to be very nourish- 


ing. The leaves and stalks. when 
fresh, increase a cow's milk; when 
dry they afford excellent food. “Alto- 
gether, the beet root, or the residue 


after the juice has been expressed. sup- 
plies with the leaves and stalks nourish- 
ment for cattle and sheep more abund- 
ant, perhaps, than any other forage 
that could have been cultivated on the 


land.” It is said that the leaves are 
frequently used for adulterating | 
tobacco. The French experience is 


that all land suitable for growing wheat 
will grow beets; but it is necessary to 
avoid a soil too compact or containing 
too much clay.

NEW YORK, Feb. 10.—The stock market 
continued within the same narrow limits to- 
day that have characterized it for some time 
past, the trading being almost wholly con- 
tined to the Industrials, with little evidence 
of any demand or inquiry otherwise than by 
the room-traders seeking a day's margin of 
profit in manipulation of the stocks. Sugar

The raii- 
way list was well sustained by late advices 
of a strong and higher market for American 
securities abroad, in consequence of an im- 
._ provement in the political outlook. The very 
favorable traffic statement of St. Paul for the 
first week in February, showing an increase 
of $6293, also helped prices of railways, nota- 
bly of the Grangers. There were some for- 
eign sales of stock, but it was well sus- 
tained throughout and closed unchanged. II- 
linois Steel was a prominent feature in the 
day's business and the price moved widely 
according to the tenor of advices fromm the 
annual meeting in progress at Chicago. The 
alleged unsatisfactory situation of the steel 
trade generally also offered a pretext to suc- 
cessfully attack Colorado Fuel, which was 
depressed 1% per cent. The price of Sugar 
rallied in the final hour 1% per cent. on a 
reported advance in the price of the product 
and on extensive covering by the large short 
interest. The closing was sluggish, but 
steady. 

The bond market continues to maintain a 
decided undertone of strength, despite the 
weakness in the speculation.

CHICAGO, Feb. 10.—May wheat was offered 
at the start at 76%@76%, against 77% at the 
close yesterday. This early weakness was 
brought about chiefly by the failure of the 
Liverpool market to respond to yesterday's 
advance here and by the reported generous 
snowfall over the winter-wheat belt. The 
supposed gravity of the European political 
situation received no confirmation from the 
active foreign markets. Even English con- 
sols, always sensitive to war rumors, showed 
no change, and traders therefore paid little 
attention to the disquieting reports. But after 
the first few opening sales no more was of- 
fered at the decline. Holders of important 
lines of long wheat were evidently more in- 
clined to buy more at the concession than to 
part with any, the consequence of which was 
a quick reversal of the opinion on the course 
of the market. Later news also favored buy- 
ers. Minneapolis wired that millers were 
active buyers of cash wheat. The late cables 
indicated that the early weakness in Liver- 
1 had been recovered, and this waa a 
helping factor. Another bullish influence was 
the report from Beerbohm, showing that 
wheat stocks in Europe really decreased over 
five million bushels in January, instead of 1,- 
750,000 bushels, as reported by the Liverpool 
Corn Trade News. Chicago received seven 
cars of wheat. Minneapolis and Duluth re- 


ported 218 cars, against 224 a week ago and° 


439 on the corresponding day of the year be- 
fore. The bulls stuck to their recent pro- 
gramme until from 76% May got up to . 
The latter proved the dumping place for as 
much long wheat as could be disposed of 
without breaking all the pegs in the market. 
The speculative crowd was apparently over- 
loaded, and, finding the demand falling off, 
made an effort to unload. Their offerings 
were sufficient to break the market, slowly at 
first, but more rapidly near the end of the 
session. May was finally forced down to 76% 
@76% and closed easy at 76%.

The market received practically no support, 
and sellers were aided by the weakness of 
wheat near the close. May declined to 23%, 
the lowest point yet touched for the crop, and

In oats an easy feeling was perceptible at 
the start and prices gradually sought a lower 
level. 

Provisions were easy all day. Hog receipts 
were larger than expected and opening prices 
for provisions were lower in consequence. 
Packers were liberal sellers all day, and a 
still further decline ensued, part of which, 
however, was subsequently recovered.

SOME CRITICISMS MADE UPON THE 
LATEST TELEPHONE SCHEME. 


Advocates of City Ownership Meet 
with Serious Objections — Busi- 
ness Men Regard the Pian as 
Impracticable — Bast Colorado 
Street—Tourists at the Green, 


PASADENA, Feb. 10.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence.] The advocates of a tele- 
phone system, to be owned and oper- 
ated by the city, have been busily cir- 
culating a petition today addressed to 
the Council, and asking it to take steps 
to forward the scheme. It is said that 
fifty or sixty signatures have been 
obtained. Some opposition is being de- 
veloped, however, and many citizens 
express the opinion that the telephone 

_ business can be conducted much better 
“by individuals or by a corporation than 


By the citv.  - 


No estimate of the cost of a plant 
has yet been obtained. The only sub- 
stantial argument advanced in support 


‘of‘the scheme ‘is that the city could 
offer materially lower rates to tele- 


‘Phone users than they now have. To 
pe this, of course, the number of tele- 
phones must be largely increased. The 
very questionable statement is made 


that 1000 instruments would be used if 
_ the rate were reduced to $1 per month. 


It.is by no means certain that any 
“such number of subscribers could be 
obtained, especially in view of the fact 


_ that the system would be a local one 


only, without any communication of 
‘its own with Los Angeles. or other 


towns. 


But even assuming, for the sake of 
argument, that the system would be 
used as generally as its advocates as- 
-sert, it remains to be demonstrated 
that the returns would be sufficient to 
pay running expenses and interest upon 
the cost of the plant. At a monthly 
rate of $1, 1000 telephones would yield 
an annual revenue of $12,000. To get 
so large a number of subscribers, the 


. field covered must of course be mate- 


Mially enlarged: It would probably 
have to be coextensive with the city 
limits. This would mean‘a very heavy 


expense in carrying wires to outlying: 


parts of the city. That this would. be 
$ very important item may be inferred 
rom the. fact that the cost of the 
forty-foot telephone poles used down- 
town, when finished and put in place, 
is from $18 to $25 a piece, while the 
thirty-foot poles cost about $16. More- 
over a large force of linemen would 
be -requited to keep the system in or- 
der, and the cost of service at the cen- 
‘tral office would be considerable with 
ot large a number of instruments. in 
The Sunset Company provides in its 
contracts that its regular rates are 
Nmited to the area which lies within 
one mile of its central office. An addi- 
tional mileage charge. of $7.50 per an- 
num is made for eath quarter of a 
mile or fraction thereof bevond the 
mile limit. It is exceedingly doubtful 
whether the city could make such a 


discrimination against citizens residi

MINERS PEACEFULLY ADOPT A 
CODE OF BYLAWS. = 


> 


The Strike That Caused a Rush to 

“ Goler Was in Lead—Improve- 
ments Made in the Roadway of 
the Towna—Investors Arrivin 
Daily. 


RANDSBURG, Feb. 9.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence.] The adjourned meeting 
of the miners of Randsburg to hear the 
report of the Committee of Seven ap- 
pointed the Sunday before to revise the 
bylaws of the Rand district was called 
to order at 2 o’clock p.m. by D. J. Mc- 
Cormick, chairman, with Recorder Ma- 
ginnes secretary. There was a good at- 
tendance, but not so many as attended 
the previous meeting. : 

The minutes of last meeting were 
read and approved. At the suggestion 
of Mr. Linkenbach the chair appointed 
Messrs. Lamb and Fifield special ser- 
genats-at-arms to preserve order. 

The committee, by Mr. Linkenbach, 
presented their report, embracing an 
entire code of bylaws numbering from 
one to fifteen sections, which were 
read, acted on by séctions and finally 
adopted as a whole without amend- 
ment. The sections of general interest 
to the public are given as follows: 

“Section 1. That the Rand district 
shall hereafter be known as the Rand 
Mining District. 

“Sec, 2. The boundaries of this, the 
Rand Mining District, shall: be ex- 
tended and embrace within its boun- 
daries all of townships twenty-nine (29) 
and thirty (30) south of.range forty 
(40) M.D.B.M., Kern county, California; 
also all of townships twenty-nine (29) 
and thirty (30) south of range forty- 
one (41,) east M.D.B.M., San Bernar- 
dino county, California. 

Sec. 3. After discovery has been 
made of a Vein or lode bearing mineral, 
the discoverer shall have thirty days 
from the date of discovery in which to 
completé and record his location. 

Sec. 4. The area of,a mining claim 
in this, the Rand Mining District, shall 
‘be as now by United States laws pro- 
vided, not to exceed fifteen hundred 
(1500) feet in length, ‘with three hun- 
dred (300) feet on each side of the vein 
or lode, and such surface boundaries 
shall be marked by five, monuments, 
one at each corner, with. an initial 
moniment at the ‘point discovery, 
each monument not to. be less’ ‘than 
two and a half feet high, with a notice 
placed therein showing. the designated 
corner of the claim,. With relation to the 
same. 

“Sec. 5. The locator or locators of 
any location hereafter made shall post 
at the point of discovery in some con- 
spicuous place in-the initial monument 
an exact copy of his location certificate, 
written in plain English. 

“Sec. 6. Such location certificate 
shall have inscribed thereon the name 
of the discoverer 6r discoverers and” 
the name of the vein or lode, with the 
date of discovery.”’ 

Then follows a number of sections 
which provide for, the election and 
duties of the recorder, the. appointment 
of deputies, ete. 

Sec. 13. All claims shall be recorded 
in the office of the recorder of this dis- 
trict except those heretofore recorded 
before the adoption of these bylaws. 

“Sec. 14: If any locator shall fail to 
record his certificate of location within 
thirty days after discovery such claim 
or ground shall be open to location, but 
not by the original: locator as a re-lo- 
cation. 

“Sec. 15.. All laws and parts of laws 
now in.force in this, the Rand Mining 
District, in conflict with these laws, are 
hereby repealed.” 

On motion of Mr. Rogers of the 
Wedge mine the recorder of the dis- 
trict was requested to open a subscrip- 
tion for the purchase of a safe in which 
to keep the records, so as to guard 
against their loss by fire. 

‘This closed the business of the meet- 
ing and after the reading of the record 
made at the meeting and approval by 
those present, an adjournmeént was had. 

The meeting was quiet and orderly 
throughout, in direct contrast to the one 
held the week before. 

It:turns out that the reported rich 
strike at Goler, or near there, which has 
excited this camp for the past week, is 
principally a lead proposition. It is a 
very big ledge between Summit and 
Goler running northwest and southeast, 


with stringers of eighteen inches or 
more running in all directions. The 
ledge is, in some places, forty feet 


wide, with a general width of ten or 
fifteen feet, and is in most places 
capped with a red iron stain rock. ; An 
assay from the ledge gave 49 per cent. 
of lead and 24 ounces of silver, with no 
‘trace of gold. It was located by the 
McCuddy brothers and but little work 
has been done on it. They immediately 
bargained their interest to a man 
named Guitteou of Los Angeles for $400. 

There has been a great rush to that 
vicinity and the ledge is now located 
for a mile on either side of the discov- 
ery hole. 

There is now a report that a rich vein 
of ore has been struck at the bottom of 
a shaft sunk at Red Rock in the placer 
diggings.

FURTHER DETAILS CONCERNING 
THE TWO MISSING MINERS. 


The Traction Company Will Retain 
Its Force and Expects to Pay All 
Claims Against the Corporation. 


| SAN DIBGO, Feb. 10.—[Regular Cor- 
}respondence.] Munn Davis and James 
L. Stearns, the mining prospectors be- 
lieved to have been murdered in 
the wilderness on the Colorado 
-River above the Needles but be- 
low Rioville, had, with L. Greenwald, 
been doing assessment work on placer 
claims of the Colorado River Mining 
Company, operated by men in this city 
and National City, at a point about 
forty-five miles south of Rioville, Nev. 
The murdered men expected to return 
here about February 1. On January 25 
a ‘thalf-breed Mexican arrived in their 
camp armed with a rifle, saying that 
his horse was mired and that he had 
shot him. The stranger was enter- 
tained over night. Next morning he 
offered. to show Stearns and Davis a 
rich.iron mine. They left the camp in 
charge of Greenwald and that is the 
last seen of the prospectors. The river 
was too high for Greenwald to cross at 
once and give the alarm. After six 
days, however, word was sent to Su- 
perintendent F. M. Barnes and James 
Christy, Jr., who started down the river 
on February 4 to try and trace the 
missing.men. The half-breed Mexican 
may be Frank Navarro, wanted for 
murder in Mono county, and for whom 
an $800 reward is offered. This man is 
said to have stolen\a horse and rifle 
at White Hifls, Ariz., and to have taken 
a course to the Colorado River, 
where the. prospectors were iIncamp. A 
dispatch from Kingman, Ariz., says 
that two prospectors were murdered by 
Ptute Indians ninety miles north of 
there.near Bonelli Ferry on the Colo- 
rado River. The Indians decoyed the 
men away from camp to see a mine, 
and are supposed to have killed them.

THE MATTER OF COUNTY SALARIES 
AGITATES THE PUBLIC, 


AWhisky-seller Who Looks Through 
the Bars Much of His Time—The 


Orange Business Encouraging. 
News Notes. 


RIVERSIDE, Feb..10.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence.] The matter of county 
salaries has been generally discussed 
here for several weeks. The county 
officers submitted to Assemblyman 
Lindenberger a schedule of what they 
considered fair, Each official made his 
own figures and it is to be presumed 
they were based on the hope of re- 
election in 1898. A meeting of citizens, 
called somewhat privately, sent an- 
other list to Sacramento, and several 
others have been suggested to our Sen- 
ator and Assemblyman. Today 
(Wednesday) a copy of the list as it has 
been amended in the Senate was re- 
ceived. It is considerably less than 
that suggested by the county Officers, 
and will probably cause considerable 
consternation at the Courthouse. 
Amendments will be in order in the As- 
sembly, and Assemblyman Linden- 
berger is likely to have life made a 
burden to him between ambitious poli- 
ticlans and economical taxpayers. 

The schedule is as follows: Clerk 
$3000; sheriff, $4300, recorder, $1200 and 
5 cents per folio for transcribing; audi- 
tor $2000; treasurer, $1800; tax collec- 
tor, $2500; assessor, $3500; district at- 
torney, $1800; superintendent of schools, 
$1800; surveyor, $1200; coroner and pub- 
lic administrator, fees; supervisors, 
$500 per year and mileage one way: 
court reporters $100 per month and 5 
cents per folio for transcribing notes. 
The justices and constables are given a 
fixed salary for their services in crimi- 
nal cases, from $5 to $75 per month, ac-
